HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION DEMANDS SOVIET WITHDRAWAL

[Text] Geneva, 14 Feb (XINHUA)=--The 36th session of the UN Commission of 
Human Rights adopted a resolution here today strongly denouncing the Soviet 
aggression against Afghanistan. 


The resolution, sponsored by Pakistan and 11 other Third World Countries 
(Costa Rica, Iran, Malaysia, Morocco, Oman, Philippines, Qatar, Saudi Arabia, 
Somalia, Sudan, Tunisia), aleo condemned the Soviet Union for flagrantly 
violating the human rights and freedom of peoples and demanded the imued- 
late and unconditional withdrawal of all Soviet troops from Afghanistan. 


The result of the voting is 27 in favour and 8 against despite the effort. 
made by Soviet delegates to kill it. 


The resolution calls on all member states of the commission to affirm their 
solidarity with the Afghan people in their just struggle ‘o safeguard their 
faith, national independence and territorial integrity and to recover their 
right to determine their destiny, and to provide them with all possible 
assistance for this purpose. 


It declares ita complete solidarity with the countries neighbouring Afghani- 
stan against any threat to their security and well-being. 


It urges all states and people throughout the world to provide generous 
assistance to refugees from Afghanistan.

BANI-SADR ON SOVIET INTERFERENCE

[Text] Tehran, 10 Feb (XINHUA)--Iranian President Abdolhasean Bani-Sadr 
yesterday said, "Iran is ready to maintain good neighbourly relations with 
the Soviet Union if the Kremlin refrains from interferring with the inter- 
nal affairs of its neighbors." 


Bani-Sadr's offer was contained in a message to Leonid Brezhnev thanking 
the Soviet president for his congratulations on Bani-Sadr's election as 
Iran's first president. 


"We hope the Soviet Union will refrain from actions which could annoy ites 
neighbors," Bani-Sadr said in his message. 


"We aleo hope that relations between Iran and the Soviet Union will flourish 
on the basis of no-intervention and mutual respect for the territorial inte- 
grity and independence of our two countries," the mesage said. 


Bani-Sadr's message coincided with the news reports that the Soviet mili- 
tary was manoeuvring on Iran's border. 


aeanwhile, Bani-Sadr met with Iran's chief of staff of the armed forces 
General Shadmehr yesterday morning. After the meeting, General Shadmehr 
told the PARS News Agency that they had discussed the general projects of 
the army. 


In another meeting yesterday, the president discussed matters related to 
the air force with the commander of the Iranian Air Force.

The statement aleo stressed that the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan had 
endangered detente. It called for stepped-up Central Europe's disarus- 
ment talks, early convening of SALT III talke and continuous preparation 
for the follow-up of the European Security Conference this year. 


British Labour Party Leader James Callaghan told newsmen yesterday that 
"there was a feeling that detente had suffered « seirous blow, but the con- 
sequences of a new arms race in Europe would be si) devastating that we sust 
all do our best to avoid it.”

WESTERN CELEBRITIES HOLD MARCH FOR KAMPUCHEAN REFUGEES

(Text) Beijing, 9 Feb (XINHUA)--A group of European celebrities demanded 
yesterday that the Vietnamese Embassy in Bangkok allow a 10-member delega- 
tion to visit Phnom Penh and collect information concerning relief granted 
to the Kampuchean people, according to news reports received here. 


The request was put forth by these participants of the "March for Survival 
of Cambodia" in a letter handed to the Vietnamese Embassy in Thailand since 
Bangkok did not have a Kampuchean Embassy. 


On February 6, more than 150 North American and European celebrities staged 

a “March for Survival of Cambodia" in the Thai border town of Aranya Prathet. 
The marchers including doctors, writers, artists, members of parliament and 
journalists, led a convoy of 20 trucks of rice, fish, salt, clothes and medi- 
cine to a wooden bridge linking Aranya Prathet with Poipet, Kampuchea. How- 
ever, they failed to gain permission to take the trucks of food supplies 

into Kampuchea even after they made an appeal over loudspeakers. Vietnamese 
trops had set up a barricade just inside Kampuchea to keep off the marchers 
who later had to hand the relief materials to the Thai Red Cross Society. 


The marchers were reported to want to “publicize the plight of Kampuchea and 


drum up aore reliuf aid." The march was taken by both Vietnam and the Kan- 
puchean puppets as “an unacceptable interference."

OAU COUNCIL APPROVES RESOLUTION IN ZIMBABWE

[Text] Beijing, 14 Feb (XINHUA)--The 34th «sion of the Council of Min- 
isters of the Organization of African Uniiy (4) approved a resolution on 
Zimbabwe yesterday in Addis Ababa, calling fc -\.e British Government to 
take all necessary steps to ensure that al] “ix: sbwinuns freely participa: 
in the forthcoming general elections. 


The resolution condemns the British Government for its violations against 
the terms of the London agreement, its mavoeuvres and hostile propaganda 
against the Zimbabwean Patriotic Front, its extension of the state of emer- 
gency and the maintenance of martial law in Rhodesia. It calls upon the 
British Government to ensure an immediate and complete withdrawal of the 
South African troops from Rhodesia, and to release all political prisoners 
including Rhodesian freedom fighters, not to impede the speedy return of all 
Zimbabwean refugees, and to guarantee the safety and freedom of the Patrio- 
tic Front's leaders and their supporters. 


It says that a just and lasting settlement in Zimbabwe can be achieved 
only when the London agreement is strictly implemented and every stage of 
implementation is fully participated in by the Patriotic Front. 


It calle upon all OAU member states to give all possible financial and ma- 
terial assistance to the Patriotic Front and to use their influence with 
Britain to ensure the establishment of conditions for free and fair elections 
in Zimbabwe. 


The resolution calle on the British authorities, now exercising administra- 
tive power in Rhodesia, to agree to provide all the necessary facilities 
for the OAU observer team to Rhodesia to monitor the election process there. 


Finally. the resolution issues a mandate to OAU secretary general to call an 
extraordinary session of the Council of Ministers within seven days after 
Rhodesia's election returns are announced to examine the conduct and results 
of the elections, in order to determine the position of the OAU. 














The present session of the OAU Co:ncil of Ministers was opened on February 6 
with the discussion centred around the Rhodesia question. Ina report at 

the meeting the following day, the OAU secretary general called on Britain 

to comply fully with the London agreement on Rhodesia. The meeting, which 
went behind closed doors after the secretary gener:.1‘s report, was reported 
to have lasted longer than originally planned to allow more speakers to speak 
at the meeting. 


As the meeting was held, election campaign was in full swing in Rhodesia 
marked by acts of violence against the peace agreement and social order, 
which resulted in the death of a dozen people. Leader of the Zimbabwe 
African National Union Rebert Mugabe narrowly escaped two violent assaults 
by hooligans and Mr Todd, adviser to the leader of the Zimbabwe African Peo- 
ple’'s Union, Joshua Knomo, was thrown into jail on February 9.

U.S. TO INCREASE AID TO LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES

[Text] Washington, 8 Feb (XINHUA)--The Carter Administration has proposed 
to Congress that the 450 million dollars of economic and military assistance 
be granted to Latin American countries in fiscal 1981 and those in the 
Caribbean region be included in this aid programme. 


Senior officials of the U.S. State Department John Bushnell and Franklin 
Dramer yesterday informed the Pan American Affairs Committee of the House 
of Representatives of the administration's granting of aid to Latin Ameri- 
can countries. 


Bolivia, El Salvador, Honduras, Haiti and Guyana were reported to have 
received from the United States 80 million dollars for economic development. 
In addition to the 75 million dollars for aid to Nicaragua in the 1980 
budget, the administration has proposed an appropriate of 25 million dol- 
,lars to that country in fiscal 1981. 


Officials of the U.S. State Department said today that economic develop- 
ment of countries such as Ecuador, Bolivia and Peru could help secure 
their democratic process. They need U.S. aid in their efforts to achieve 
political stability. 


It is believed, however, the U.S. Government is most concerned with the 
situation in Central America and the Caribbean region where Cuba has cast 
a long and ominous shadow.

NONALINED MEDITERRANEAN STATES MEETING--Vallette, 9 Feb (XINHUA)--The meet- 
ing of non-aligned Mediterranean states ended here yesterday with a re- 
peated affirmation of the need for strict adherence to the principles and 
objectives of non-alignment. An official statement issued by the meeting 
says that the participants “reviewed the situation in the Mediterranean 
region and made an exhaustive evaluation of potential cooperation within the 
region and of possible measures to promote such cooperation." It continues 
that the meeting gave prominence to the problem of security in the Mediter- 
ranean region. The meeting condemned the Camp David accord between the 
United States, Egypt and Israel. The meeting deprived Egypt of its creden- 
tials as a non-aligned country, but Cuba was later accepted to attend the 
meeting as an "observer."

NEW ZEALAND CRITICIZES BREZHNEV--Wellington, 11 Feb (XINHUA)--"History makes 
‘nonsense of attempts to portray Mr Brezhnev as a moderate," THE DOMINION 
editorially today. [sentence as received] The paper said that after the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, Brezhnev is trying "to preserve an illusion" 
that he “is a champion of peaceful co-existence" and that "he has been made 
the victim of hawks" within the Kremlin leadership in order to gain “a show 
of tolerance on the part of the West." The paper asked: Who ordered the 
invasion of Czechoslovakia, permitted the border dispute with Chins, approved 
‘the dispatch of Cuban troops into Angola and Ethiopia, supported Vietnamese 
persecution and expulsion of its Chinese population and moved the arms race 
into higher gear? In all these actions, the paper pointed out, Brezhnev "is 
the leading activist whatever role he claims for himself today." Referring 
to the Soviet plea for disarmament, peace and detente, the paper noted that 
it is "a clever ploy" in view of ite invasion of Afghanistan. It said it 

is “unsurprising irony" that Mr Brezhnev "is the one shouting the loudest 
for help as the ship of detente goes down," while "it was the Russian lead- 
dership which scuttled the vessel" after its invasion of Afghanistan. The 
paper called for an all-out and credible response on the West to check fur- 
ther Soviet expansion.

[Text] Can it be that the people should be prevented from putting up big- 
character posters? Can it be that the four freedoms--speaking out freely, 
airing views fully, holding great debates and writing big-character posters-- 
provided in the Constitution should be abolished? To oppose the four 
freedoms is in fact to silence the masses of the people, depriving them of 
their right to speak out. 


In our view, of the four freedoms the freedom to write big-character posters 
is especially important. The pernicious inflvence of the period of the 

“gang of four's" feudal and fascist rule, that is, the period of their 
erreneous line, remains very strong. Often, owing to the mistakes of the 
leadership at the central and local levels or their unreasonable way of doing 
things, the people have nowhere to vent their grievances and have injustices 
redressed. Under the circumstances, the writing of big-character posters 

has become the only way for the people to speak out frankly, state their 
views, (?tell the truth), make demands, struggle against illegal acts and 
obtain justice. 


The writing of big-character posters has an especially significant bearing 
on our country's long-standing democratic tradition. Even in feudal times, 
the people dared to [words indistinct]. After the victory of the people's 
revolution, big-character posters spread all the more throughout the 
country. Even when the "gang of four" were on the rampage, people still 
defied brute force and put up big-character posters. Particularly during 
the heroic Tiananmen incident on 5 April 1976, the masses of people put 

up countless big-character posters with lofty sentiments and aspirations 
that shook the world. 


After Chairman Mao's death and since the downfall of the "gang of four," the 
masses of the people have come to feel even more strongly that everyone 

has the right to write big-character posters freely. It should be pointed 
out in particular that when Comrade Deng Xiaoping was reinstated, he seemed 
to support the people's democratic rights. He said: "Let the people speak 
out. It is all right if they speak the wrong things." So, people ask, why 
have some leaders now discovered that the big-character posters are dangerous? 
Why is it that new, severe restrictions have been clamped on big-character 
posters in accordance with Vice Premier Deng's instructions, requiring 
registration of the content of posters and the writer's name, address and 
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unit? It should be noted that it is this stipulation that has strangled the 
revolutionary spirit of big-character posters and destroyed the possibility 
for the people to speak openly without fear of retaliation, being tracked 
down, held responsible and persecuted. 


The former so-called champion of the four freedoms is now calling for a 
complete ban on big-character posters and is even trying to justify such 

a demand by alleging that the disadvantages of big-character posters out- 
weigh the advantages, and that this form of democracy seems to be detrimental 
to the promotion of democracy, hindering the strengthening of stability and 
unity, weakening the four modernizations and so on. This kind of argument 

is extremely ridiculous. We would like to ask, how can big-ciaracter posters 
and the other three freedoms adversely affect the four modernization:s? 

Can it be that stability and unity and the four modernizations will be hurt 
by pecple being frank and sincere, confiding in one another and airing their 
views freely? 


The masses have put it well: Now that the people are not allowed to speak 
truthfully, how can there be stability and unity? In fact, we should firmly 
resist the kind of unity under a big stick that has already occurred. Some 
people feel that whoever covers his own head with his hand is against unity, 
and that whoever tries to seize the stick is opposing his superiors, making 
trouble and is guilty of the worst crimes. 


However, experiences over the past decades have proved that under the stick 
there can be no real unity. If we continue to seek this kind of unity, it 

is possible for the "gang of four" to stage a comeback and restore fascism. 
If that happens, it will not be just a few people who suffer, nor will it 

be a question of the four modernizations. When that happens, the land of 
China again will be enveloped in darkness. It is exactly in order to promote 
democracy, achieve stability and unity and realize the four modernizations 
that we want to do all we can to uphold the right of everyone to write 
big-character posters and to safeguard the four freedoms.

"KUANG CHIAO CHING’ COMMENTS ON DENG'S REPORT

"Deng Xiaoping's Talks in New Situation in China"] 


[Text] China has carried out large-scale reshuffles recently in the party, 
administrative organs and military leadership. Foreign analysts have viewed 
this move as a new effort by Deng Xiaoping to promote younger cadres who are 
bold and resolute in their work and in organizing leading groups that are 
active in their work. In fact long before this news started to spread, 

Deng Xiaoping talked about the problem of Chinese leading cadres at a recep- 
tion hosted in honor of foreign physicists who came to China to attend a 
symposium on particle physics. He also hinted at the reception that China 
would begin to rectify its organizational line. 


Deng's 1 Hour Speech 


On 14 January, Deng Xiaoping hosted a reception at the Great Hall of the People 
for more than 40 physicists from abroad. Among those present were Chen Ning 
Yang and Tsung-dao Lee. Prior to the reception, Deng Xiaoping talked for 
almost an hour about the new political and economic developments in China. 

He stressed that after 3 years of readjustment, the political and ideological 
lines in China have been basically determined. He said that the organiza- 
tional line must still be guaranteed. This work includes two points: Those 
who belong to ideological system of the "gang of four" can no longer be 
assigned to jobs; more young cadres + ~“h professional capabilities must be 
trained. 


Reasons for Reshuffles of Leading Groups 


Deng Xiaoping's speech can partly serve to explain the recently reshuffle 
within leading groups. In fact, his speech at the reception was rich in 
content. The following is a gist of his speech. Although it must be pointed 
out that this is not his original speech; it has been assembled from the notes 
of a friend who was present at the reception. 


He mainly concentrated on some internal problems that the country is facing 
at present. He said that the face of China has changed over the past 3 years 
following the smashing of the “gang of four." But he pointed out that many 
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things are not easy to handle. Ever since the 3d plenum of the llth CCP 
Central Committee, the Central Committee has persisted in the Marxist 
ideological line and in practical and in a realistic work style through the 
discussion of practice being the sole criterion for testing truth. At the 
same time, the country's key work has been gradually shifted to the four 
modernizations. He said that the task of realizing the four modernizations 
can be termed as the general line at present stage. China will resolutely 
carry out the four modernizations unless a war breaks out. 


To realize the modernization is a new thing for China. The four moderniza- 
tions were suggested as early as 1958 and 1959 but this suggestion was 
delayed politically and was particularly delayed during the cultural revolu- 
tion. If there had been no such delays, the face of China and the develop- 
ment of its economy, science and education would have been much different 
from what they are today. At least the number of qualified personnel, 
particularly qualified young people, would not be so small. Of course, we 
have qualified personnel, but only a small number. Perhaps the number will 
increase in the next few years. 


Although the political and ideological line have been determined, they still 
need to be guaranteed by the organizational line. The organizational line 
can be summarized in two points: 1) Those who belong to the ideological 
system of the “gang of four" can no longer be assigned jobs. However, a 
exception will be made for those who have repented. 2) The number of young 
cadres with professional knowledge (including scientific and research 
personnel) must be gradually increased. 


The first point means that those who still follow the ideological system of 
the "gang of four" and resort to beating, smashing and looting and anarchism 
can no longer work. Those who pursue out-and-out individualism also can no 
longer be assigned to a job. In short, we must persist in the party spirit 
and oppose factionalism and resolutely promote to leading positions those who 
persist in the party spirit and oppose factionalism so as to implement the 
political and ideological line. This work must be resolutely carried out. 


The second point is not easy to carry out. Veteran cadres must realize 

their own limitations; they must also realize that they are in a transitional 
position. Therefore, they must select and promote to higher positions young 
people who are good politically and ideologically and who are qualified. 
Since the work of selecting and promoting qualified people has just begun, it 
will be carried out on a large scale in the coming 3 to 5 years. 


Some people have said that the work efficiency in China is low. Such a situa- 
tion is related to the age of the cadres, their work style and working system. 
Our future cadres must be different from those of today; most are just like 
cure-all medicines and a few are armed with professional skills. To realize 
the four modernizations it is imperative for all professions to train a great 
number of young experts. This work must be done not only in scientific circles 
but also in economic and education circles. In the future, China must have 

5 million scientific and research personnel, including those in enterprises. 
There are many advantages for enterprises to carry out scientific and research 
work. [HK160110] For example, with better packagings our products can be 
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sold at higher prices. ‘ne million scientific and research workers in our 
enterprises is still not enough. Service trade must also have their ow 
experts. Our service attitude was quite good before the cultural revolution, 
but afterwards it became bad. China also needs a great number of professional 
legal workers, such as judges, lawyers and public procurators. Our legal 
system must be specialized and one million legel workers will not be too many. 
Currently we do not have enough. 


The Economy Will Grow by 6 Percent in 1980 


When referring to the present economic development in China, Deng Xiaoping 
said that China's goal for growth in 1980 is 6 percent. But he hoped that 
this 6 percent would not contain water. What did he mean by water? For 
example, the steel produced cannot be processed into rolled steels. Such 
production thus contains water. The 6 percent growth rate will really be 
great if it does not contain water. In order to achieve this goal, it is 
imperative for all production and commercial units to pay more attention to 
quality and specifications of products and to transportation. It is impos- 
sible for China to develop its economy in one stroke but the process will be 
enhanced after the completion of economic readjustment. It seems now that 
the work of economic readjustment in showing promising signs. 


Production in China was quite good last year and the situation in the rural 
areas was particularly encouraging. The implementation in rural areas of the 
policy of a practical and realistic work style and of undertaking production 
according to specific local conditions was followed by improved agricultural 
production. According to the figures handed to higher leadership, agricul- 
tural production surpassed the previous records. We have more confidency 

in our agriculture while our industry has been accumulating and developing 
experience. 


Science and Education Are Currently a Weak Point 


Deng Xiaoping then discussed science and education and pointed out that these 
aspects were a weak point. However, these problems cannot be solved for the 
time being because China has to invest more in capital construction. If there 
is not enough investment in capital construction, some people will have no 
work ard this situation is not in conformity with the work of developing the 
economy. But China will pay more attention to science ead education this year 
and next year and will spend more money on these areas. 


He told scientists from abroad that China must step up school construction 
projects. There are few universities in China and they lack equipment and 
have backward teaching methods. As a populous country, China should have 

3 to 3.5 million university students while the present figure is only about 

l million. He said that he was told by an Egyptian deputy prime minister 
that Egypt has many universities and most are "local universities" that serve 
people in the localities. For example, most of the students of Cairo 
University live in Cairo. Such universities are convenient for local students 
and make boarding generally unnecessary, thus lightening the burden on the 
schools. To increase the number of universities, China many run such local 
universities. 
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Deng Xiaoping concluded his discussion of the situation in China by pointing 
out the following four points which merit attention: 


1. The modernization program must be resolutely carried cut to achieve a 
Chinese-style four modernizations. 


2. The political situation of stability and unity that has already been 
achieved, must be maintained and safeguarded. Yet, what we have achieved 
is only basic stability and urity. Some problema, such as security ia 
society, still must be dealt with. Without atability and unity there will 
be no modernization. 


3, We must work hard with creativity, not only cadres but alao the massea must 
have this work style. Since the conditions for realizing the four moderniza- 
tions are not good enough, it is imperative to work hard with creativity 

to realize the modernization program, 


4. The ranks of cadres who are determined to take socialiat road and who have 
professional knowledge must be fostered. We cannot use those with a high 
political consciousness but no profeasional knowledge. What China wantea are 
“quality goods at honest prices," which refer to those cadrea with both high 
political consciousness and professional knowledge. 


What are the standards of Chinese atyle modernization? Deng Xiaoping drew an 
analogy. He said that the goal for modernization ia an average annual per 
capita income of US$1,000. The present average annual per capita income is 
over US$200. To reach the goal, the present income has to be increased by 
more than 3-fold. With a billion people, China needa a trillion U.8. dollara 
to enable each person to increase his income by U8$1,000, This is a huge sum, 


Deng Xiaoping told the physicists that China has a great deal of work to do 
and that it faces many problems. Some people in China have become impatient 
with the present situation but this will not do any good. He said that there 
are really many things to do. But much has been done over the past yeara and 
many problems have been solved. He said, having determined the political 

and ideological line, we must continue to work hard with full confidence.

[Excerpts] Beijing, 16 Feb--"When Will Caiyun Return?"--a two-part television 
drama produced by the Central Television Station and the Fujian Television 
Station--was televised by Central Television on 15 and 16 February, the lunar 
yew year's eve and new year's day. The drama, which tells the touching and 
tortuous story of a KMT military doctor in Taiwan and his younger relatives, 
reflects the closeness of feelings between Taiwan's compatriots and their

Since the NPC Standing Committee issued the “message to compatriots in Taiwan," 
many literary and art and publishing units in mainland China have atriven to 
contribute to the early realization of national unification. "The Returning 
Sailboat," a four-act play produced and performed by the China Institute of 
Youths’ Art and Theatrical Works, has been performed over 50 times in Beijing, 
Wuxi, Shanghai, Fuzhou and other places and has been warmly received by 
audiences, The play tella of the patriotiem of a ranking KMT officer who, 
following the publication of the "Message to Compatriote in Taiwan," took 
decisive action and returned to mainland China via the United States. Play- 
wrights Jin Zhenjia and Zhang Jianzong, in recalling how they created the play, 
said that they had gotten in touch with many Taiwanese compatriots during the 
writing process and deeply felt their aspirations for natinnal unification 

and reunion with their families. 


"Banpingshan" [Half Screen Mountain], a five-act mythological dance drama 
staged by the Shanghai Opera Institute, was adapted by Liu Rengeng, a young 
worker in Shanghai, from a popular folk story handed down from long ago. 
Over 100 performances have been staged in Shanghai, Beijing and Tianjin, 

To perform the drama well, the director and the performers read many books 
about Taiwan's history and geography and interviewed people of the Gaoshan 
Nationality living in Shanghai in an effort to understand the treasure 
island's habits and customs so that the story and the scenary in the drama 
would correspond to the actual situation in Taiwan and so the beautiful 
dances would also be faithful to Taiwan's. 


The seven-act opera "Sea Woman," produced and performed by the song and dance 
ensemble of the Nanking PLA units, telle the story of a fisherman's wife to 
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reflect the mainlanders' remembrance of their kinsfolk in Taiwan. When 
this opera was performed for the fishermen in Zhoushan and cther places, 
many Taiwanese fishermen who have relatives in Taiwan were moved to tears. 


The four color documentaries filmed by the 1 August Studio--"Oh! Taiwan," 
"Land of Our forefathers," "Flesh and Blood Relationship" and “Patriots 
Belong to One Family"=--tell stories about Taiwan and the lives of Taiwanese 
compatriots in mainland China. These films have been shown in China's 
asjor cities since last August and have been shown over 150 times in Beijing 
a.one, 


Since last February, the Central People's Brosdcasting Station has con- 
tinuously broadcast a series of Taiwanese folksongs and instrumentals, as well 
as songs composed by musicians in mainland China, on mainlend people's 
remembrance of, and greetings to, Taiwan's compatriots. 


Since last year, some literary and art journals and publishing units in Beijing 
and Shanghai have introduced some literary and art works of Taiwan to readers 
in mainland China, Beijing's DANG DAI |THE CONTEMPORARY ERA] has published 
"The Lasting Yi Xueyan,” a short story by Bai Xianyong, « writer of Taiwan. 
SHANGHAI WENYI [LITERATURE AND ART OF SHANGHAI] SHOUHUO [HARVEST], BEIJING 
WENYI (LITERATURE AND ART OF BEIJING] and Jilin's XIN WAN [ NEW EXUBERANCE) 

and other journals have also published works by Taiwan's writers. “The 
Collected Stories of Taiwan" and "Selected Essays of Taiwan" published by 

the People's Literary Publishing House have also been distributed throughout 
the country, and « compilation of "Selected Pcems of Taiwan" is also underway.

HONG KONG MAGAZINE ON RESHUFFLE IN TOP LEADERSHIP

[Text] During the first month of 1980, news about an important personnel 
reshuffle in the highest echelon of Chinese leadership attracted widespread 
attention both in China and internationally. What is the background of these 
personnel changes? What will be their effects on the political situation in 
China? We believe that TUNCHSIANG readers will be very eager to know. The 
following are some of the reports gathered by the author while in Beijing. 
They are published here for the readers’ reference. 


First, the author would like to inform the readers that this personnel re- 
shuffle had actually been on the drawing board since the fourth plenum of 
the Central Committee held at the end of September last year. A meeting of 
the Politburo of the Central Committee made a decision on the question at 
the end of last year, with the coming of the new year, the newly-appointed 
high ranking officials have begun to report for duty. It is just that 
foreign correspondents did not learn about these changes from the mainland 
media until the end of January. 


Eight Important Personnel Changes 





There were eight appointments made under the present important reshuffle, and 
they are: 


1. Zhao Ziyang's promotion to the central government administration. He 
will now work as the vice premier in charge of everyday affairs. Zhao Ziyang 
was originally the first secretary of the Sichuan Provincial Party Committee. 
His place was taken over by Tan Qilong, the former first secretary of the 
Qinghai Provincial Party Committee. Tan Qilong had already assumed office 
in January. Hie present official title is second secretary of the Sichuan 
Provincial Party Committee. 


2. Peng Chong’s promotion to the central administration. He has joined the 
Secreteriat of the Central Committee while concurrently holding a second 
portfolio as a vice premier. Peng Chong's former job, the first secretary 
of the Shanghai Municipal Party Committee has been taken over by Food 
Minister Chen Guodong. Chen had also assumed his post after the new year. 
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3. The transfer of Xu Shiyou, commander of the Guanghou Military Region to 
Beijing. He mow shares in the resporsibility of directing the everyday 
affairs of the Central Commitee Military Commission. The position vacated 
by Xu was filled in by the commander of the Urumchi Military Region Wu Kehua 
(formerly commander of the Chengdu Military Region and commander of the 
Railway Engineering Corps). Wu Kehua‘’s position has been taken by the former 
deputy commander of the Shenyang Military Region Xiao Quanfu. Xiao Quanfu had 
already gone to Urumchi to take up his post. 


4. The promotion of the first secretary of the Anhui Provincial Party 
Committee Wan Li to the central administration. He has joined the Secretariat 
of the Central Committee. His position in Anhui has in turn been given to 
former Finance Minister Zhang Jingfu. 


5. Former first political commissar of the PLA Beijing units Qin Jiwei has 
taken the place of Chen Xilian as commander of the Beijing units. 


6. Former general secretary of the State Council Jin Ming's transfer to 
Hebei. He took over the post of Liu Zihou as first secretary of the Hebei 
Provincial Party Committee. 


7. ' Former commander of the Inner Mongolia Military Region You Taizhong has 
become the head of the Chengdu Military Region, filling the vacancy left by 
Wu Kehua. 


8. Former Coal Industry Minister Xiao Han has been appointed deputy director of the 
State Council National Economic Planning Commission (the director is 

Kang Shi'en). The post he left was taken by former Minister of Metallurgy 
Gao Yangwen. 


Central Committee of the CCP Restores the Secretariat 


Aside from the important personnel changes mentioned above, the CCP Central 
Committee had decided to restore the party secretariat abolished during the 
cultural revolution. The secretariat is now headed by Central Committee 
General Secretary Hu Yaobang. He is assisted by Peng Chong, Wan Li and 
others in order to strengthen the administration of party affairs. 


At the moment, Zheo Ziyang, Peng Chong, Wan Li, Xu Shiyou have not yet pro- 
ceeded to Beijing to take up their posts. The main reason behind this is 
that the transfer of responsibilities in their former posts takes some time. 
The newcomers have to become acquainted with the conditions in their posts. 

It is expected that even after these four go to their new posts, they will 
still retain the nominal title of first secretary or commander of the military 
region. A similar case is that of Wei Guoqing. After he was transferred to 
the general political department of the PLA a few years ago, he still kept his 
nominal position as first secretary of the Guangdong Provincial Party 
Committee. In this manner, the local PLA soldiers and people would be able to 
get used to the change. This is indeed a suitable way to maintain stability. 
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{[HK160210| The recent important personnel shifts are essentially measures 
taken by the policymakers in Beijing to strengthen the leadership core and 

to groom successors. The solution to the problem of succession is now a 

very urgent matter within the highest echelon of the Chinese leadership. 

Among the people in CCP’s policymakin; body, the Politburo in Beijing, 

Ye Jianying, Deng Xiaoping, Li Xiannian, Chen Yun, Deng Yingchao, Zu Xiangqian, 
Nie Rongzhen, Liu Bocheng, Wang Zhen are all septuagenarians, if not 
octogenarians. With old age comes poor health and diminishing energy. That 

is an irresistible law of nature. Take for example Deng Xiaoping, after 

three rounds of disgrace and rehabilitation, he is still agile and quick- 
witted at the age of 77. This is quite remarkable. But even Deng Xiaoping 
has shown some signs of age, judging from the special interview conducted 

by Radio-Television Hong Kong last month. Ther2fore, a timely promotion 

of prominent regional cadres who have emerged in the course of the arduous 

and complicated process of administering party and military affairs and 
rectifying past mistakes in various parts of the country such as Zhao Ziyang, 
Peng Chong and Wan Li to the core of the central leadership is truly necessary. 


The Inevitable Transfer of Zhao, Peng and Wan to Beijing 


Deng Xiaoping was the first one to take note of the seriousness of the succes- 
sion problem. Last August, while on an inspection tour in Tianjin, he stressed 
that the succession question is “the most serious and most urgent problem in 
the present organizational line.” He also put forth the following concrete 
suggestion: "At present, successors must be selected from people in their 

40's or 50's. They must possess three important qualifications, namely: 

they must support the political and ideological lines of the third plenum 

of the CCP Central Committee; they must uphold party principles and eradicate 
factionalism; they must enjoy good health and be able to work 8 hours a day." 


After Deng Xiaoping's repeated emphasis on the importance of this problem, a 
resolution was formally taken in the fourth plenum held late last year. The 
plenum discussed Deng's three criteria and further elaborated, modified and 
theorized on it. They became the three requirements mentioned by Ye Jianying 
in his national day speech: "First, they must resolutely support the party's 
political and ideological lines; second, they must be selfless and strictly 
abide by the law and discipline, uphold the party principles and eradicate 
factionalism; third, they must have a strong revolutionary dedication and 
sense of political responsibility as well as vocational competence." Later, 
the organizational departmern* of the Central Committee held a meeting to 
discuss concrete measures tc implement these principles. It also instructed 
organizational departments at all levels to place the issue of succession high 
up in their agenda. The significant changes people are seeing now are but the 
most spectacular ones in a series of reshuffles, observing the personnel 
setup of the people's governments in more than 20 provinces, municipalities 
and autonomous regions, one will notice that more than 80 percent of the 

first ranking officials have been changed, and most local leaders are 
relatively unknown cadres in their middle age. 


Zhao Ziyang, Peng Chong and Wan Li are three of the brightest political stars 
among the new crop of firm, efficient and talented cadres who have emerged 

in the course of the difficult process of healing the wounds of the cultural 
revolution and purging the pernicious influence of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
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four" in the 3 years since the fall of the "gang of four" (see separate 
articles for the past records and achievements of Zhao, Peng and Wan). Their 
promotion to the central administration has been expected. These promotions 
will surely reinforce the strength of the policymaking echelon in Beijing. 

On the other hand, people who achieved a phenomenal arise during the cultural 
revolution such as Wang Dongxing, Ji Dengkui, Chen Youggui and others, they 
are both very limited in their capabilities and very much bound by their 

past mode of thinking. It is improper that they should continue to occupy 
their positions without accomplishing anything. Their questions ought to be 
resolved after a period of transition. 


Sharing Deng Xiaoping's Responsibilities 


This recent important reshuffle also reflects the tendency in the Central 
Committee to gradually effect the separation of the party from the state. 
Among the people's governments in more than 20 provinces, municipalities 

and autonomous regions at present, a great majority of the governors (mayors) 
are no longer concurrently the first secretary of the party committees. This 
is not only true for the provinces and municipalities. The central adminis- 
tration has also shown such tendencies. According to reports circulating 

in Beijing, Hu Yaobang is now taking charge of the secretariat. He will 
eventually share in the everyday duties of Deng Xiaoping in the party. 

On the other hand, Zhao Ziyang will share Deng's responsibilities in the 
government. These reports seem reliable. It is indeed too strenuous a job 
for a 77-year-old man to be taking charge of the actual administration of 
both the party Central Committee and State Council affairs. 


[HK160215] The present personnel shifts, to a lesser extent, are some sort 

of "surgery" to remove some stumbling blocks to the policy of total emancipa- 
tion of the mind and the realization of the four modernizations. Liu Zihou's 
replacement is one example. Liu Zihou is an old cadre. He had some connec- 
tions with the "gang of four," but at the same time was persecuted by the 
"gang of four." After the fall of the "gang of four," he continued in his 
office as first secretary of the Hebei Provincial Party Committee. But 
obviously, he had some conflicts with the political line of the new Beijing 
leadership, particularly that of the third plenum of the Central Committee. 
This explains why incidents like the Hebei Wenyi "Praise Virtue Affair," 

the "Melon Destruction Affair" in the villages and the "Afforestation Affair" 
involving the forestry bureau's gross dishonesty and misrepresentation 
happened last year. These incidents had a very bad influence on the whole 
country. Factionalism among Hebei high officials also remains as an insoluble 
problem, since production has been stagnating there. Three years after the 
Tangshan earthquake, a majority of the victims are still living in crude, 
crowded temporary dwellings, mass dissatisfaction has been great. In the work 
conference of the Hebei Provincial Party Committee held last autumn, Liu Zihou 
made a self-criticism, but no improvements have been made since. Therefore, 
after waiting for a long time, the Beijing leadership finally gave instructions 
on improving work in Hebei. Liu had to go. 








Deng Xiaoping's Retirement in the Future 





When Deng Xiaoping brought up the succession question, he also made some sug- 
gestions for the disposal of old cadres and took measures to prepare public 
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opinion for the transfer of responsibilities to the successors. In August 
last year, Deng Xiaoping first mentioned to Philippine reporters traveling 
with Mrs Marcos during her China visit that he hoped to retire as soon as 
possible. Later, on several other occasions while receiving foreign guests, 
he reiterated the question of retirement. He said he could be an adviser 
after retirement and serve the party and the state to the best of his ability. 


When reports about Deng Xiaoping wishing to retire were first publicized, 
they brought about quite a shock both within and without China. In this 
author's previous article in TUNGHSIANG No 12, September last year, entitled 
"Crisis of Succession in China?" it was pointed out that, "This shock is 
understandable because Deng is the chief architect of China's four moderni- 
zations and mainstay of China's stability and unity. But looking from 
another angle, this author thinks that there is no reason to panic. Consider- 
ing Deng Xiaoping's shrewdness and his political sensitivity, he could not 
have said such things without taking into full consideration the implications 
of those remarks. The fact that he did say what he said obviously indicates 
that he knows what he is doing and already has some clever plans in mind." 
Developments in the Chinese political scene have borne out the prediction 

of the author. Presently, one of the important propaganda themes in Chinese 
media is advocating the merits of having the old cadres recede into the 
background and become advisers while boldly promoting middle age and young 
cadres who possess both political integrity and ability to take charge of 

the actual works of administration. 


On this question, Deng Xiaoping is definitely more clever than Mao Zedong. 
Since the Communist Party seized power in the first state in the world, 

the problem of the leader's retirement and succession has not been resolved, 
Both in the Stalin era in the Soviet Union and in the Mao Zedong era in China, 
a leader's exit from the political stage took only two forms: one is death 
and the other is disgrace in a political struggle. This is one difficult 
problem that has not been solved by the communist political system. 

Mao Zedong made tremendous contributions to the founding of new China, but 
his reputation among the masses at present is mixed. A very significant 
factor contributing to this tragedy is his "fighting until the last breath" 
because he was old and failing both in energy and mental faculties he was 
divorced from the masses and listened to false and inaccurate reports. It 
was, therefore, inevitable that he should have made prejudiced and obstinate 
decisions. That is the reason why if people criticize Mao Zedong for launch- 
ing the cultural revolution which brought about great disasters, they also 
ought to look for faults in the personnel system of the CCP. 


Deng Xiaoping's taking the initiative in bringing up the question of the 
retirement of the leaders indicates the sharpness of his perception and his 
firmness and selflessness as a great proletarian statesman. The recent 

big reshuffle of CCP personnel seems to be an encouraging step toward the 
solution of the succession problem. If the retirement scheme for high level 
cadres (ordinary cadres and officials already have one) advocated by 

Deng Xiaoping is gradually implemented, it could be a fortunate thing for 
the Chinese people.

DISSIDENT EDITORS URGE INTENSIFIED STRUGGLE FOR PUBLICATION RIGHTS

dissident newspapers THE SURGE, STREET OF THE PEOPLE and LIFE: "Dissidents 
of China, Unite"] 


[Text] Message to China's Popular Publications 
To all editorial staffs of the popular publications: 


Dear Comrades, we are now in 1980. But have we entered 1980 on the right 
foot? Are we worthy of the period just ending, of the cause we have espoused, 
of the fighters of the 5 April Movement...is our conscience easy? 


We have indeed embarked upon a fight. In the last year we faced the misunder- 
standings of ignorance and the test of malevolent slander. We were subjected 
to pressure from all sides. In the final reckoning, we not only launched 

an interprise but also gained immense success. Our reviews were carried on 
democracy wall and rapidly spread throughout the country. Inside a year 
reviews have appeared from the extreme north to the extreme south of the 
country and comrades were there to edit them. 


However, we have undergone cruel trials since last October. We must face 
this situation. Certain of our comrades have been arrested and put in de- 
tention. Certain of our publications have had to close down. Others were 
confiscated. Moreover, a tendency is spreading: in Shangsha it is forbidden 
to distribute reviews openly; in Wuhan it is forbidden to distribute reviews 
openly; in Tianjin as in Canton it is forbidden to distribute reviews openly. 


This is a most grave problem. Unable to edit and openly distribute our publi- 
cations, we risk suffocation. The urge to publish has again declined. 
Circulation figures are falling drastically. The impact and influence of our 
publications is dwindling. Financial problems are added to this: Certain 
publications are already experiencing a crisis due to lost sales. 


Our publications are facing an extremely serious challenge! Why? Because 

of their illegality? Or are they still undesirable in the population's eyes? 
Is this actually "trouble" caused by "a handful of people with hidden 
intentions?" Certainly not. This is no more nor less than a life-and-death 
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struggle between the new and the old, the frenzied reprisals and repression 
of the malevolent forces of the old against new things. 


The development of anything new necessarily goes through such a process. 

But the new will definitely triumph over the old and replace it. A rapid 
victory and growing successes will depend on the rightness of our attitude 
and our methods of editing our publications. We never imagined that justice 
alone would suffice to stop the malevolent forces! We never believed we 
could win by a stroke of luck! 


What is to be done, then? First we believe we must shed all illusions and 
prepare for the fight. Our ancestors took tens of thousands of years to 
progress steadfastly from crawling on all fours to walking on two legs. 


It took several decades for the combined efforts of tens of millions of 
people to make the "sick man of Asia" an influential country. 


Our publications will need 2, 3, 5 or maybe 10 years of tireless effort 
to survive. 


But moral preparation is not enough. We must fight. For this conditions 
more favorable to the fight must be created. At the present the main 
problem is to register our publications legally. 


Are they legal? Of course. The PRC Constitution does not explicitly pro- 
claim the citizens’ freedom to publish. But, in fact, we have not completed 
the necessary formalities for editing these publications. This is why they 
are not entirely legal. We must emerge as quickly as possible from this 
instability, which disadvantages us in the fight. To make our publications 
entirely legal we must get them registered. 


Clearly it is not enough for a single review or a single region to strive 

for this registration. This is a national problem. The strength of an 
isolated review or region is insignificant. An organized, impetuous movement 
must be raised nationwide. 


Moreover, the fact must be noted that the old forces are making their re- 
prisals felt nationwide, too. They are not limited to any given review, or 
any given region. In the past there was no law we could refer to and thus 
we had no recourse to such a weapon. Now the National People's Congress 
Standing Committee has adopted a resolution on the validity of the laws and 
decrees fashioned since the advent of the People's Republic. 


In keeping with this resolution the 1952 law on publishing is still in force. 
It is thus usable. Certain of this law's clauses and articles which do not 
apply to society at present need only be submitted to the National People's 
Congress for amendment. On the other hand, let us struggle without weakening 
against those stubborn people who refuse to refer to the law. 


Certain comrades have proposed founding a national review to meet the needs 


of the present situation. This is a good suggestion. But, first, let us 
strive to support the existing publications and develop them fully. 
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At present ve must unite to win the freedom to publish to help our publica- 
tions survive. The guerrilla tactics of those acting on their behalf will 


only lead to the failure of our publications one by one. This lesson must 
endure. 


We will not wait until all our weapons are broken one by one before we start 
to strengthen them by uniting them. 


We must also link our publications more closely to the needs and interests 
of the broad popular masses so as to arouse their more sustained attention. 
We draw our resolve from the inexhaustible source of the people. 


Comrades, have no more fears or uncertainties now that legality is 


strengthening: We entered into our undertaking when conditions were much 
worse. 


Nobody has the right to bury our revolutionary cause. We ourselves do not 
have the right to shame the Constitution of the PRC once more by our naivety 
or-our mistakes. For the dignity of the Constitution and for civil rights, 
let us unite in a solid fight!

[Text] It is our party's glorious traditions, the proletariat's pioneering 
spirit and also a prerequisite for achieving the four modernizations to work 
hard and lead plain lives. Due to the evil consequences of the prolonged 
interference and sabotage by Lin Biao and the “gang of four," there are still 
many problems in improving the people's livelihood that must be solved. 

Under this condition, should we advocate hard work and plain living? This 
has become a question in the eyes of some comrades. Therefore, we must make 
things clear. 


“Are we advocating general poverty when we advocate hard work and plain 
living?" To say that we are is confusing "poverty" with "hard work and plain 
living." 








In fact, “poverty” does not mean “hard work and plain living." "Poverty" 
means a lack of material wealth and poor living conditions of the people 
while hard work and plain living means the mental attitude in which people 
work hard to strengthen the country without fearing any difficulties. 
"Poverty" is a part of the objective situation while hard work and plain 
living is an expression of the people's subjective initiative to change the 
objective situation. To be content with poverty is the pessimistic attitude 
adopted in the past by petty producers who yielded to their destiny. Hard 
work and plain living is the pioneering spirit of the masses who have 
mastered their own destiny. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" deceived people 
by saying that it was an honor to be poor. In fact, it was an honor to 

work hard and lead plain lives in a socialist society. The opposite of 
being poor is being rich, which is the material aspect of good living 
conditions pursued by the people. The opposite of hard work and plain living 
are enjoyment and corruption, which are corrupt ways of living pursued by 

the exploiting class. Therefore, when we advocate hard work and plain living, 
we are definitely not advocating poverty. 


Lin Biao and the "gang of four" confused these two concepts. These swindlers 
always deceived people by saying that poverty was the true political quality 
of hard work and plain living and was in their long-term benefit. However, 
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people knew very well what these swindlers meant by "long-term benefit." It 
was an unrealistic mirage and illusion. The people knew what long-term 
benefits should actually mean. They worked hard not only for the immediate 
benefits but also for the long-term ones. In some cases they even sacrificed 
their immediate benefits for the sake of the long-term ones. However, those 
evil creatures--Lin Biao and the “gang of four"--promised the people the 
heavenly "long-term benefits" but secured for themselves the worldly ones. 
When people realized this, would they work hard and lead plain lives? Since 
the smashing of the "gang of four," things have been changed. Millions of 
people have again become their own masters. They have worked hard and led 
plain lives to realize the great blueprint of the four modernizations and to 
serve their own basic interests. Therefore, we must do away with "poverty" 
but not a powerful weapon of hard work and plain living. 


Moreover, we should carry this spirit forward because we are still poor. To 
get rid of poverty, we must overcome many difficulties. Material reality can 
only be changed by material force. What is this force? It is the prolonged 
hard work and plain living of the people of the whole country. It is also 
the only way to free ourselves from poverty. 


“What is the superiority of socialism when hard work and plain living are 

constantly advocated?" This question shows that some comrades misunderstand 
the meaning of the superiority of socialism. They associate superiority with 

seeking enjoyment. 


{[HK130758] The ultimate goal of developing socialist production is to satisfy 
the growing needs of the people's material and cultural lives. However, the 
improvement of living conditions cannot be divorced from the development of 
production. "To make a tree grow strong, we must strengthen its roots; to 
make a river flow a great distance, we must dredge its source." The "root" 
and “source” of improving living conditions is this development of production. 
We must not expect that the national income will have a very big increase 
within a short time, particularly when our country has such a large popula- 
tion, so little cultivated land, such a poor foundation and such backward 
science, technology and culture. Under these conditions, [words indistinct] 
harder to pioneer a cause and greatly develop socialist production. 





There are some tendencies which are worth our attention. One is the wanton 
giving out of bonuses. Of course, we oppose regarding the bonus system as 
"revisionism," but when we give bonuses, we must also consider the state's 
benefits, the neighbor's feelings and the current level of production develop- 
ment. If we disregard this and make bonus giving a common practice under 
the pretext of "demonstrating the superiority of socialism," which may even 
go to the extreme that "noone will work without a bonus," then the bonus 
system will go against the socialist principle of distribution according to 
work. Then we will not be able to really mobilize the masses’ enthusiasm 
but will undermine the state's strength. How can we allow such practices 
to continue? 


Does it mean that we can neglect the improvement of the masses' livelihood? 
Of course not. In fact, our party has done a great deal of work to improve 
the masses’ livelihood and have achieved good results. However, we must not 
be impatient but must act according to our capabilities. We must do those 
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things which are within our capabilities. Otherwise, we will be bureaucratic 
and neglect the people's livelihood. However, things presently beyond our 
capabilities should be done after productivity has been further developed. 
Hence, we are facing the following cycle: to develop production, we must 
improve living conditions; to improve living conditions, we must develop 
production. This is similar to the difficulty Lenin faced soon after the 
October Revolution. He said: "In order to do away with starvation, labor 
productivity must be raised in agriculture, transport and industry. Thus we 
get a sort of vicious cycle: to raise productivity, we must save ourselves 
from starvation. To save ourselves from starvation we must raise labor 
productivity." How should this conflict be solved? Lenin pointed out: "We 
know that in practice such contradictions are solved by breaking the vicious 
cycle, by bringing about a radical change in the attitude of the masses, by 
the heroic initiative of individual groups which, against the background 

of such a radical change, often play a decisive role." (Lenin: Selected 
Works, Vol 2, Part 2, p 230) Here, the so-called "heroic initiative" means 
the devotion of communists and working people to hard work. Despite their 
starvation and tiredness, they engaged in extra work without receiving any 
reward. This greatly increased productivity. Therefore, Lenin described 
their actions as "the beginning of a change of momentous significance." 

To overcome similar difficulties facing us today, it is of decisive signi- 
ficance to carry forward the pioneering spirit of hard work and plain living. 


"We have worked hard and led plain lives for several decades and are still 
very poor. We will never succeed." The emergence of such a disheartened 
attitude will also weaken the people's will to work hard and lead plain 
lives. It is true that the Chinese have been working hard and leading plain 
lives for several decades and it is also true that we are still very poor. 
However, we must make a specific analysis of the causes. 


First, for many years, there was the interference of leftist ideology, parti- 
culerly the sabotage of the ultraleftist line pushed by Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four." After more than 3 years of turning chaos to order, we have 
made a fundamental change in our party, leading groups at all levels and the 
ideological line. Though some problems still need to be solved, we have 
established a basis for making further improvements. It is time for us 

to work hard to strengthen our country, struggle hard and fully display our 
talents. Why should we be disheartened? 


Second, our socialist system is still imperfect and has not fully displayed 
its superiority. Compared with capitalism which has a history of three to 
four centuries, socialism is still in its early stage. It has just been put 
into practice. Thus, it is difficult to avoid failures and setbacks. There 
must be a comparison and experiments which demand hard work and high costs. 
We cannot start construction only after gods and kings have granted us a 
perfect socialist system. Even after our socialist system is gradually 
perfected, we must still depend on our hard working hands to strive for 
realizing its superiority. 


[HK130804] Third, because we often did not act according to objective 
economic laws in the past, our hard struggle was fruitless. For example, 
issuing blind orders in 1958 was a serious lesson. The masses are actually 
summing up their bitter experiences when they say: "We are not afraid of making 
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efforts but are afraid of making fruitless efforts." What we are talking 
about here is not a problem of whether we should struggle hard but how to 
struggle hard for better results by constantly summing up experiences and 
understanding objective laws. 


We are achieving the four modernizations. But the “existing and inherited 
condition we are under" is "poverty." We have no choice about this, the 
problem is how to do away with it. Can we akip over it? No, thia haa been 
proved in practice. Once we blindly believed in the "“conatant revolution 
of production relations" and "transition through poverty," thinking that 
once there was a "transition," there would be no more "poverty." What was 
the result? The more "transition" we had, the "poorer" we became, Once 
we also believed that when we successfully carried out revolution, production 
would automatically be improved. What was the reault? The miracle of the 
"golden touch" did not occur. Then, there ia only one way before ua: be 
resolute and struggle hard. Work! It is no use complaining and aighing 

in despair. Only when we continue to atruggle hard can we change the back- 
ward material conditions which force us to struggle hard. Even people in 
ancient times advocated that "in difficulties, one should not drop one's 
lofty aspirations but should work even harder." Ise thia not true for ua? 


"What will continue to struggle hard when he seea the bad tendencien?" 
[sentence as printed) We should not only criticize the bad tendencies, but 
we should also correctly analyze them. On the whole, moat of our cadres 
are working hard and wholeheartedly for the four modernigzationsa. There are 
a large number of "monkey king style" reformers, and practical workera who 
“think of the four modernizations even in their dreams," They constitute 
the majority of our cadres. Although the bad waya of a few cadres should 
not be commended, should we not be encouraged by moat leading cadrea who 
are devoted to hard struggle? 


Furthermore, we should have « correct attitude toward the bad waya of a few 
cadres. Should we allow the bad ways to exist and weaken our epirit of hard 
struggle or should we resist and overcome them with the apirit of hard work, 
The correct attitude is the latter and not the former. If we not only 
resist, but also criticize, not only criticize, but also devote ourselves 

to the four modernizations, we will gradually make hard work and plain living 
an honor in society, On the contrary, if we lose faith in the bright future 
and take a negative and pessimistic view because of the exiatence of bad ways, 
or if we go to the other extreme to make money by improper means, then the 
bad ways will never be checked but become more and more serious. At present, 
there are some people who both curse the bad waye but encourage them with 
their own actions, This should be stopped, 


We must do a good job of persuasion and guidance work. Moreover, leading 
cadres at all levels, particularly those at the highest levela, muat be 
examples of hard work and plain living. Whether they are such examples 

has great bearing on the leaders’ prestige and on the succenn of our cause, 
Hard work and plain living is a criterion for judging whether a party member 
is up to standard. Only when communists, particularly high-level cadres, take 
a lead in hard struggle can the masses’ enthusiasm be fully brought into play 
and can social tendencies be changed. Then we can be sure of winning the de- 
cisive victory of the four modernizations in the 1980's,

"RENMIN RIBAO' COMMENTS ON LIFE OF ZHANG JINGWU

[Text] Nine years have passed since the death of Comrade Zhang Jingwu. He 
was loyal to the cause of the party and upheld the party's revolutionary 
traditions and fine work style. His fine quality and virtues greatly in- 
fluenced and educated me for scores of years. For the past 9 years, I have 
constantly thought of him. Today, when the people of the whole country are 
concentrating their attention on socialist modernization, we should firmly 
bear in mind the heroic deeds of some of the leading cadres of the revolu- 
tion who are no longer with us, carry on their behests and use their revolu- 
tionary spirit of former years to engage in the great new long march of the 
1980's. 


In 1967, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" accused Jingwu of being an "active 
counterrevolutionary" and illegally arrested him. In prison, he was subjected 
to appalling torture and beating. His right arm was broken and his left 
elbow dislocated. Finally in 1971, he was persecuted to death. After the 
frameup of Jingwu, I was also implicated, thrown into prison and locked away 
for nearly 8 years. However, the ruthless political persecution could not 
force us to surrender. The stern warnings and high prison walls could not 
prevent me from thinking of him. Looking back on the life of struggle we 
shared together, I deeply believed that we were innocent. Jingwu had been 
open and aboveboard all his life, and his conscience was clear toward the 
party and the people. I deeply believed that the true facts would become 
known one day. However, who could have known that at the moment of the 
sunlight of freedom I was hoping for and the reunion I was looking forward 
to that he had already been deprived of life by torture and hunger. He had 
died without clearing his name, without seeing a single relative and without 
leaving me a word. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" even kept his death a 
secret from me for more than a year. How could I not feel heartbroken and 
grief-stricken? It was indeed like a nightmare. However, in those bitter 
and stormy years, how many people had their families broken up by the "four 
pests,” losing sight of them forever! This was an unprecedented calamity 
inflicted upon people in the whole of China and has become the common hatred 
end grievance of people throughout the country. We must never forget this 
bloody and tearful lesson. The CCP Central Committee has rehabilitated

Comrade Jingwu and restored his reputation. May the soul of Jingwu rest in 
peace. How can I and my children not wholeheartedly be grateful to our great 
party. 


Jingwu grew up at a time when old China was bullied by big powers from without 
and beset by tangled warfare among warlords from within. There was no unity 
in the land and people lived in dire poverty. Jingwu was greatly dis- 
satisfied and longed to find a way of saving the country and the people. 
Influenced by the great “May 4th" Movement and particularly by the banner 
raised high and the armed struggle unfolded by the older generation of 
proletarian revolutionaries including Conrade Mao Zedong, Comrade Zhou Enlai 
and Comrade Zhu De, Jingwu finally discovered the revolutionary doctrine of 
Marxism-Leninism. He joined the Chinese Communist Party in 1930. From then 
on, he devoted his whole life to the party. Regardless of whether it was 
during the war years in the army or in the days of the construction of new 
China, he worked conscientiously and diligently day in and out without fear 
of hardship or criticism and devoted all his energy to the work of the party. 
In 1930 he took part in underground party work in the Kuomintang army and in 
Shanghai. In the winter of 1931, he took up military work in the Soviet area 
of the Central Committee. In 1934, he followed Comrade Mao Zedong, Comrade 
Zhou Enlai and Comrade Zhu De on the world famous long march. At that time, 
he was commander of the training division directly under the military 
commission of the Central Committee and chief of staff of the column under 
the military commission in charge of protecting organs of the military 
commission. Suffering acute shortages of grain and ammunition, he regularly 
led the commanders and fighters of the division to fight heroically alongside 
main force units against Kuomintang troops several times to many times their 
size. After numerous engagements, they eventually defeated the enemy's 
encirclements, pursuits and interceptions and successfully escorted the organs 
of the military commission to Yanan. On August 1936, in accordance with the 
instruction of Comrade Mao Zedong and Comrade Zhou Enlai and under the title 
of representative of the Red Army, Jingwu went alone to carry out national 
united front work against Japanese aggression in the provinces of northern 
China. In 1937, Tianjin and most of northern China had fallen into enemy 
hands and Shandong was also seriously threatened. He arrived in Qinan at 
this critical moment, and ignoring hardship and danger, repeatedly carried 
out negotiations with Han Fuju. In slightly more than a month, he compelled 
him to release all the detained party comrades. This greatly strengthened 
the Shandong underground forces of the party, who played an important role 

in the armed struggle against Japanese aggression behind the enemy's line in 
Shandong. 


{[HKO41415] After the July 7 incident of 1937, Jingwu worked in the Wuhan 
office of the 8th Route Army under the leadership of Comrade Zhou Enlai. 
At that time the people of Shandong under the leadership of the party were 
organizing guerrilla units in great numbers to resist Japanese aggression. 
For the sake of integrating the guerrilla units everywhere, there was an 
urgent need to set up a strong leadership and command structure. 

Chairman Mao and Comrade Zhou Enlai handed this assignment to Jingwu, who 
accepted without the slightest hesitation. In the autumn of 1938, he led 
a group of cadres to Shandong behind the enemy lines where fighting was 
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extremely bitter, founded the Shandong column of the 8th Route Army and 
became its commander. From then on he further developed the guerrilla war 
against Japan and opened up a base area of resistance against Japanese 
aggression in Shandong centered in the Yimeng Mountain region. Conscientious- 
ly implementing the political and military lines of the CCP Central Committee, 
on the one hand he grasped the building of units, trained cadres and 

expanded the armed forces. On the other hand, he carried out united front 
work among the friendly troops at that time, smashed the military encircle- 
ment and suppression of the Japanese invaders many times, defeated the armed 
attacks of Kuomintang diehards and enabled the Shandong base area of 
resistance against Japanese aggression to quickly develop and become strong. 


In October 1939, Comrade Jingwu and Comrade Guo Hongtao, secretary of the 
Shandong subbureau, went to Yanan at the head of a delegation from Shandong. 
The organization decided that I could also go along. We had to travel 
through enemy occupied territory, cut across blockade lines and fight along 
the way. Fighting was very heavy. We frequently went without food and life 
was very hard. Jingwu and the leading comrades traveling with us were always 
optimistic and used the life of hard struggle on the long march and the civil 
war to educate and encourage everyone to surmount difficulties. He constantly 
said to me: "You must temper yourself in revolutionary struggle." After a 
journey of more than a thousand li, we finally arrived at our destination in 
the winter of 1940. In 1942, during the period of rectification and study, 
the Shaanxi-Gansu-Ningxia-Shanxi-Suijin joint defense headquarters was set up. 
He became the chief-of-staff under the leadership of Comrade Ho Long and 
contributed to the defense of Yanan, the defense of the CCP Central Committee, 
the liberation of northwest China and the liberation of southwest China. 


After nationwide liberation, everyone looked forward to a peaceful and 
tranquil life. Barely had the dust of the campaign settled when Comrade Jingwu, 
again on the instructions of Chairman Mao and Premier Zhou, made his way alone 
to the border of Xizang thousands of li away to shoulder the heavy responsi- 
bility of the peaceful liberation of Xizang. In the spring of 1955, under 

the call of the CCP Central Committee and the peaceful liberation of Xizang, 
the local government of Xizang sent a plenipotentiary delegation headed by 
Ngapo Ngawang Jigme to Beijing for talks with the plenipotentiary delegation 
of the central people's government headed by Comrade Li Weihan. Jingwu was a 
member of the plenipotentiary delegation. The “agreement on the peaceful 
liberation of Xizang" was signed on 23 May. Before the agreement was signed, 
some splittists in Xizang in collusion with imperialism had abducted the 
Dalai Lama and fled with him to the border of Yadong in an attempt to get him 
out of the country and undermine the peaceful liberation of Xizang. There 
was still a serious struggle as to whether the agreement could be implemented 
and whether Xizang could be peacefully liberated. At this crucial moment, 

the Central Committee appointed Comrade Jingwu as the plenipotentiary repre- 
sentative of the central people's government in Xizang and instructed him to 
proceed at once to Yadong by way of Hong Kong and India and convince the 
Dalai Lama to return to Lhasa. The mission was urgent and the matter important. 
Premier Zhou personally explained the task and the policy of the party toward 
Xizang to Jingwu at the Ziguang Palace. Afterward, Chairman Mao also received 
him in the Fengze Garden, and after dinner talked with him till late at night. 
When he left, Chairman Mao walked with him to the door and earnestly exhorted 
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him to pay attention to the method of work, unite with the superstructure and 
convince the Dalai Lama to return to Lhasa. Jingwu was very excited when he 
returned home and started to pack at once. He said to me: "The peaceful 
liberation of Xizang is of great importance to the unification of the 
motherland. The party has handed me this glorious assignment. A mark of 
confidence as well as a test. Regardless of how great the difficulties, I 
must surmount them and definitely be worthy of the trust the party has put in 
me." When I heard his words I was happy because of the faith the party had 
in him, but I was also worried about him going alone to such a faraway place 
as Xizang. I said: “Let me go along so I can also take care of you." 

Jingwu knew that conditions in Xizang at that time were very complicated 

and there would also be a great deal of difficulty in work. He comforted 

me: "Your health is not very good. Better not go for the time being. Wait 
until the situation has settled." Several days later, Jingwu left with a 
small retinue for Xizang. At that time the Dalai Lama clique was internally 
divided and could not decide on whether the Lama should leave the country. 
Jingwu immediately handed the letter of Chairman Mao to the Dalai Lama and 
relayed to him the praises of the chairman for his patriotic attitude in 
sending a delegation to Beijing for talks and to sign the agreement. He was 
staying at the house of a fellow villager and each day had to travel scores 
of li to and fro to see the Dalai Lama. He repeatedly publicized the spirit 
of the agreement and the policies of the party toward nationalities and 
religions. At the same time, he tried to win over the patriotic forces in 
the superstructure of Xizang and encouraged them to take the glorious 
patriotic road of opposing imperialism. After more than half a year of 
arduous and careful work, he eventually urged the Dalai Lama to return to 
Lhasa. The first assignment handed him by the CCP Central Committee and 
Chairman Mao was successfully accomplished and the first step was made toward 
implementing this agreement. 


{HKO41420] In the early period of the revolutionary war the great indomitable 
spirit of Jingwu in not hesitating to go through fire and water for the 
revolution had left a profound impression on his comrades. Since working 

in Xizang, although getting along in years, his vigor had not diminished 

over the years and he still drove himself unsparingly in the work of the 
party. Jingwu arrived in Lhasa a month ahead of the PLA advance detachment. 
At that time the proimperialist forces in Lhasa were quite aggressive, 
attempting to overthrow the 17 already signed agreements. In this unfamiliar 
environment, Jingwu had no guarantee of safety and no means of reaching the 
people. The seriousness of his predicament defied imagination. Despite this, 
he was still full of spirit. Disregarding the fatigue of traveling long 
distances over the plateau, the moment he dismounted he would frenziedly throw 
himself into united front work among the superstructure. Daily he would 

call on the homes of the nobles, the priests and the officials to publicize 
the party's policy toward the nationalities and the spirit of the agreement. 
One day he visited six homes in a row. As a result of overfatigue and the 
thin air, he suddenly fainted in his room, smashed the water bottle and 

teacup and also bruised his face. On regaining consciousness, he immediately 
ordered the guard to prepare to send a cable to the Central Committee report- 
ing on the day's work. After our troops entered Lhasa, the reactionary 

clique in the superstructure took advantage of our supply problem and openly 
clamored: "starvation is more difficult to bear than defeat" in a vain 
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attempt to pin us down and starve us out. The Xizang working committee headed 
by Jingwu took such measures as reclaiming wasteland for production, develop- 
ing trade with the outside and building roads to defeat the plot of the 

enemy and established a foothold. What I could never forget was on 

31 March 1952 the reactionary clique in the superstructure under imperialist 
machinations took advantage of a religious activity to call a "people's 
conference" and to send a so-called "people's delegation" to present us with 

a petition. On the night of 1 April, they openly mustered more than 1,000 
Xizang troops, Lamas and ruffians, surrounded the office and Jingwu's 
residence and set up machineguns on the surrounding rooftops. They 

frenziedly clamored: "PLA get out of Xizang!" and "The system in Xizang 
cannot be changed"; in a vain attempt to whip up social disturbances. At 

that crucial moment, Jingwu had only a squad of guards with him, but he 
remained calm and unflustered. On the one hand he contacted Comrade Zhang 
Guohua and Comrade Tan Guansan by phone and discussed with them the deploy- 
ment of the units in case of any eventuality. On the other hand he invited 
all the officials of the Xizang local government to his house and based on 
reason, interests and detailed principles carried out the work of winning 

them over and educating them. He sternly pointed out that the disturbance 
was a plot engineered by someone working behind the scenes and that the 

Xizang local government must immediately put a stop to it. In particular he 
stressed that they must resolutelv carry out work in accordance with the 
principle of the peace agreement and strive to eliminate the disturbance 

by peaceful means. If there were people who refused to come to their senses 
and insisted on exploiting the incident, we would be compelled to act firmly 
in self-defense and the troublemakers would have to bear all the consequences. 
By means of exposing the plot of the bogus people's conference, he won over 
and educated the majority of the patriotic forces. The local officials 
themselves acknowledged the gravity of the state of affairs. Such local 
officials on the scene as Ngapo Ngawang Jigme offered to stay at Jingwu's 
house to deal with any eventuality and to prevent the situation from 
worsening. Jingwu and the leading members of the working committee also 
worked all night on the superstructure so that the belicose reactionaries : 
would not dare to make a move. | 


Afterward, Jingwu took a squad of guards with him and went to call on the 
Dalai Lama at the Potala Palace. The slope of the hill was heavily guarded 
and filled with rifles of Xizang troops. It appeared as though conflict 
might break out any moment. Jingwu said calmly to the fighters: "We must 
adhere to the principle of the peace agreement and never fire the first shot. 
Should the reactionaries start armed provocations, then we have no alternative 
but to firmly counterattack in self-defense. But we fight only for the sake 
of settling the matter peacefully. In going to the palace today, we must be 
prepared to make sacrifices. To die for the revolution is a glorious thing." 
Leaving the rest of the fighters behind and taking only an interpreter and 
two guards with him, Jingwu set off up the hill filled with fully armed 
Xizang troops to call on the Dalai Lama at the Potala Palace and convey to 
him Chairman Mao's instructions. The great indomitable spirit of a communist 
in the face of danger won the admiration of the Dalai Lama. Due to the 
resolute struggle carried out by Jingwu, the Dalai Lama eventually ordered 
the "people's conference" dissolved and dismissed two of the backstage 
engineers of the armed disturbance from their posts. This dealt a severe 
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blow to the reactionary clique in the superstructure, turned the whole 
situation in Xizang from turbulence to stability and laid a sound foundation 
for the development of subsequent work in the whole of Xizang. 


[HKO41425] Jingwu had always loyally implemented the line, policies and 
principles of the party. After going to Xizang, he seriously implemented 
the system of asking for instructions and making reports stipulated by the 
Central Committee, saying: "“Xizang is situated far away and conditions here 
are complicated. We must be cautious in our work, acquaint the Central 
Committee with conditions here and promptly obtain its instructions. This 
is an important guarantee for the success of our work here." He frequently 
worked late into the night, writing reports to the Central Committee by 
candle light when others had gone to sleep. He kept scores of notebooks in 
his own writing containing important instructions from the Central Committee 
and Chairman Mao as well as a great amount of social investigations, support- 
ing views and plans for implementing these instructions. He highly valued 
these notebooks and constantly reminded me to take good care of them. 


The Central Committee instructed the Xizang working committee that when 
vigorously carrying out united front work among the superstructure it must 
simultaneously strive to make a success of the work affecting the masses. 
He personally established ties with the people in the superstructure in 
developing united front work, and also simultaneously took advantage of all 
aveilable opportunities to work with the cadres to carry out work affecting 
the masses. They actively trained nationalities cadres, gave gratuitous 
agricultural loans to the farmers and rural workers, built hospitals and sent 
out free medical teams, organized trade and operated schools. To implement 
the party's policy of “cautious and steady advance," Jingwu personally made 
investigation and study, compiled a great deal of materials on the history 
and social conditions of Xizang and carried out work based on actual condi- 
tions in the region. In 1956, some of the cadres wanted rash advances and 
democratic reform. He educated them that they must proceed from actual 
conditions in Xizang, overcome the desire for rash reforms, unify their 
thinking and smash the plot of the reactionaries attempting to take advantage 
of democratic reform for creating nationalities contradictions and attacking 
the patriotic and progressive forces. During the suppressing of the armed 
rebellion in Xizang in 1959, in accordance with the instruction of the 
Central Committee to "carry out suppression alongside with reform," he led 
the cadres deep into the agricultural and pastoral areas for investigation 
and study, presided over the drawing up of concrete policies for democratic 
reform in agricultural and pastoral areas in line with actual conditions 

in Xizang and whipped up an epoch-making democratic revolutionary movement 
on the Xizang plateau. When agricultural and pastoral mutual aid groups 
were universally set up in Xizang in 1961, some of the comrades wanted to 
strike while the iron was hot and carry out soci.list reform immediately. 
At that time Premier Zhou and Comrade Deng Xiaoping had instructed that 
Xizang must make "steady advances” and not set up cooperatives within the 
next 5 years. Jingwu conscientiously transmitted and implemented this 
instruction and convinced everybody not to copy outright the experience of 
the mainland but to give the emancipated serfs a chance to recuperate and 
taste the advantages of socialist reform. He also personally went to 
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selected spots in the countryside to sum up the experiences of developing 
class education, education in patriotism and education in the future of 
socialism in the basic levels so as to later make proper ideological and 
organizational preparations for socialist reform in Xizang's agricultural 
and pastoral areas. Loyally implementing the instructions of the CCP Central 
Committee, Jingwu had been breathing the same air and sharing the same 
destiny as the people of Xizang for 15 years. He poured his heart and soul 
into the emancipation of the millions of serfs. The people of Xizang had 
for many years been making observations and comparisons, and they gratefully 
said: “The communist party is good! The PLA is good! Representative Zhang 
is linked heart to heart with us!" 


Regardless of whether in work or in actual life, Jingwu always set strict 
demands on himself, but was magnanimous to others. He worked hard, set an 
example for others and properly displayed the lofty quality of a communist. 
While working in Xizang, he constantly taught the Han cadres that it was 

a joy and an honor to work under difficult conditions and that they must 
establish the mentality of working permanently for the construction of 
Xizang. When Chairman Mao and Premier Zhou called on the Han cadres to 
learn the spoken and written language of Xizang, he thereupon put up a small 
blackboard in his office, asked the Xizang cadres to teach him and 
conscientiously studied the language and customs of the local people. Later, 
he always used the local language in speaking with people in the super- 
structure or the masses. This made people feel closer to him. With him 
setting the pace, learning the spoken and written language of Xizang became 
the fashion among Han cadres in party and government organs at various 
levels in Xizang. They also trained a large number of cadres to speak the 
local language. Some also became expert translation hardcores of Xizang's 
spoken and written language. Although Jingwu suffered from many illnesses, 
he continued to struggle on the plateau despite his condition and often 
visited the countryside to inspect work in spite of his illness. Once hold- 
ing a meeting of basic level cadres in Gongbujiangda County to acquaint 
himself with conditions, he suddenly had a fainting spell. The comrades 
were greatly concerned about his condition. Upon regaining consciousness 

he encouraged them by saying: "I am very glad you have fully mobilized 

the masses and pushed production forward in accordance with the policy 

of the party." 


[HKO41430] Comrades who used to work together with Jingwu generally talked 
about his fine style of uniting with the comrades and cherishing the cadres, 
his fair and democratic ways and his unassuming and amicable manners. He 
always taught the cadres that they must strengthen unity, promote good 
fellowship with people from all corners of the country and avoid the 
mountain stronghold mentality. When dealing with relations among cadres, he 
would always take the overall situation into consideration and place emphasis 
on unity. If there were shortcomings and mistakes in work, he would 
voluntarily shovider the blame. The cadres in Xizang came from all parts 

of the country. For a time signs of disunity appeared, but these were 
promptly solved after the difficult and careful ideological work carried 

out by Comrade Jingwu. He che: | the Zang nationality cadres and paid 
attention to their training and empioyment. He personally studied with the 
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organizational department on the selection of Zang activists for study in 
the mainland and also constantly held forums with the Zang nationality 
cadres to listen to their views. Once a Zang nationality translator re- 
flected: "The upper level looks down on us. They called us 'tongsi' (a 
derogatory term). The Han nationality cadres also sometimes call us that. 
Thereupon Jingwu passed a special resolution at the meeting putting a stop 
to the use of [the] term and to use the name of translator or secretary 
instead." All cadres regardless of nationality were willing to be his 
friends. They all said they were happy to work under his leadership. 


Jingwu had always worked hard and lived simply all his life. He was selfless 
in his work for public interests. He often said to me: A party cadre should 
be an ordinary member of the public. He must never seek the slightest 
privilege. In Yanan, he always wore a faded old army uniform. When the 
administration department asked him to turn in his old uniform for a new one, 
he said: “A coat is good as long as it can keep out the cold. There is no 
need for a new one." He refused to change the uniform. When he was police 
commandant in Xian everyone in the unit was issued a mosquito net. He 

gave his to a general who had defected to our side. Later, one of his men 
got him a new mosquito net. He criticized the man for violating the system 
and consequently paid the exact price for it out of his pocket. When he was 
conducting united front work in Xizang, he received many valuable presents, 
but he never kept any for himself but turned them all over to the government. 
Although these were trifling matters, such exemplary actions nevertheless 
educated me and the comrades around him. I feel that all these embodied the 
value and quality of a communist. 


Jingwu and I were married in the war years. During the scores of years in 
our life of struggle, he was not only my husband but also my friend and 
mentor. After taking part in the revolution, he dedicated his whole life 

to the party, placed himself completely at the disposal of the party and 
fought wherever the party directed him. He was always full of revolutionary 
fervor and clear about what to love and what to hate. He was loyal and 
devoted and never took into consideration of personal loss or gain. He was 
not afraid of difficulty or danger and dedicated his whole life to the cause 
of the liberation of the Chinese people and the cause of communism. Although 
he has left us, my children and I must carry on his behests and do whatever 
we can toward realizing the four modernizations.

ANHUI COUNTY COURT SENTENCES CRIMINALS

[Text] A rally was held by the Lujiang County People's Court to pronounce 
judgments. (Zhang Fuyou) and (Zhao Jiahui), guilty of robbery and murder, 
were sentenced to death and immediately executed. Accomplice (Zong Yi) was 
sentenced to 15 years imprisonment. Another accomplice, (Yu Desheng), was 
sentenced to 10 years imprisonment. The four robber-murderers (Zhang Fuyou), 
(Zhao Jiahui), (Zong Yi) and (Yu Desheng) are natives of (Sanshilipu) 
commune, Tongcheng County. Without an honest occupation, they have ganged 
up and committed larceny repeatedly since 1976. On three occasions, they 
openly held up pedestrians on highways and robbed them of their money and 


belongings. 


Late on the night of 9 September 1978, led in a joint plot by (Zhang Fuyou) 
and (Zhao Jiahui), the four men went to the (Guoshu) production brigade 

of the (Guodui) commune in Lujiang County, bordering Tongcheng County. 
They made a hole through the wall and sneaked into the brigade's medical 
room and commissioned sales store. They were discovered by (Jiang Wenyou) 
who was on night duty and tried to stop them. The four men hit (Jiang) 

on the head with the lethal weapons they were carrying. (Jiang Wenyou) 
was killed instantly. The four men then looted all the medical supplies 
and commodities in the medical room and sales store. 


The local people were outraged by the robbery and murder committed by the 
four men. They demanded that the judicial organs severely punish the 
murderers. The decisions on the case were approved by a higher people's 
court, and the Lujiang County people's court held a rally at (Tangchi) 

on 6 February to pronounce sentence. The principal offenders, (Zhang Fuyou) 
and (Zhao Jiahui), were given the death sentence, deprived of political 
rights for life, and immediately executed; accomplice (Zong Yi) was sentenced

PEACETIME USE FOR AIR DEFENSE POXTIFICATIONS

Defense Fortifications? | 


(Text ] A conference on the exchange of experience on the peace 
and wartime uses of the Shanghai people's air defense fortifica- 
tions was concluded yeaterday. Our reporters learned that: At 
present Shanghai already has over 300,000 square meters of 
people's air defense fortifications used for social production 
and for the people's livelihood services. Among these, 100,000 
vare meters have improved facilities, managment and applica- 
— on facilities. In Hongkou 1925 0656) Prefecture, Jing’ an 
7234 1344) Prefecture, the Bureau of Handicraft Industries 
and the Second Bureau of Commerce, 40 to 50 percent of the 
available space is already in use, in each case reaching or 
nearly reaching the request made early this year that the 
entire nation achieve a 50 percent use rate within one year. 


Practice proves that according to a peace and wartime com- 
bined policy, the people's air defense fortifications can be 
broadly ugeias production work areag storage areas, cafe- 
terias, entertainment areas and are also excellent for many 
other activities. 


First, they can aid the municipality's contradiction of having 
inadequate space for doveloniny roduction. The Yingbin [6601 
6333) Candy Factory in Zhabei [7037 0554) Prefecture is a newly 
constructed prefectural small-scale factory which began pro- 
duction this June. This factory originally was very small, 

less than 100 square meters, and unable to meet the need for 
expansion. Later, they made use of the air raid shelter, 
dividing 200 square meters into eight small rooms. This in- 
creased production so that monthly production went from 30,000 
jin to 56,000 jin. 











Second, there are benefits in providing work for intellectual 
youths. According to Hongkou Prefecture statistics, of over 
1,200 people provided work, 600 were intellectual youths, 51 
percent of the total work force. 


Third, this can accumulate capital for the state. According 

to calculations by the Hongkou Prefecture Bureau of Collective 
Affairs Management, over 1,200 people working in the forti- 
fication production areas in one year can create almost 1 mil- 
lion yuan of profits. The Xihu [6007 3275] Restaurant built 
an underground room over 200 square meters, investing 39,000 
yuan. In April of 1975 it began to function as a dining room 
and recovered the capital within eight months. In the past 

few years the underground restaurant has tye over 1,200 
banquets of every kind, and has made profits of over 210,000 
yuan for the state. 


Fourth, this is beneficial in solving the “lodging” problems 
for travelers to this area. A Zhabei Prefecture hostel on 
Gonghe New Road lodged !1,200 people between the opening day 
on 1 September and the end of October. The city now has es- 
tablished over 20 hostels of various sizes with a total of 
over 2,000 beds. 


Fifth, this will strengthen the protective maintenance of 
the fortifications. The constant use of the people's air 
defense fortifications will not only ensure continual peace- 
time maintenance, but will also provide the people with ex- 
perience in congregating underground in wartime. All these 
uses of the fortifications are good preparation for wartime 
conditions.

On the basis of having clearly distinguished 
the correct and incorrect lines, the frameups against and 
persecutions of over 470 comrades were redressed, they were 
exonerated and their reputations restored; over 43 intellec- 
tuals originally functioning as leading cadres were restored 
to their positions; a number of professors, associate 
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professors, lecturers, physicians-in-charge and engineers were 
promoted; ten intellectuals were promoted to leadership 
positions in colleges, academies and departments; the proper 
sequences in work, teaching, hospitals and livelihood were

This confer- 
ence on scientific research, held on the 30th anniversary of 
the school, is a distinguished gathering for the review of 
scientific accomplishments and the exchange of learned thought. 
Amorg the 188 research papers read, the following four, "The 
Manufacture and Sickroom Application of a China-made Dish- 
shaped Heart Valve," “Endoscopic Cholangiography of Nixing 
(6627 5887] Pancreas and (Aodi's) Technique of Sphincter 
Incision," “Observation of the Effects of Drinking Water 
Filtration with a China-made Fiber Filter” and “Normal Tem- 
perature Surgical eee — for Liver with Complete Blood Flow 
Stoppage” represent the first Chinese successes in these areas 
and fill a void; while the reports "The Preparation and Sick- 
room Application of White Blood Cell Interference Elements,” 
"Collecting and M zing Chinese Herbal Medicines Lingshui [7117 
3055] and Anlosu [2542 5012 4790]," “Portable Air Anaestheti- 
zers and Their Sickroom Uses," “New Model Silicon-rubber Anti- 
noise Earplugs and the Results of On-the-spot Tests,” and 
"Early Sickroom Diagnosis and Cure of Acute Blockage Cranial 
Haematoma” attained national levels of advanced research. Re- 
search on some of these items began before the cultural re- 
volution but was cut off halfway and only reached completion 
after sustained toil over the past two years. Others were 
completed by a concentrated effort by medical, teaching, 
scientific and technical personnel. Representatives of the PLA 
General Logistic Command's Department of Health, the Shanghai 
Municipal Department of Health, and the Bureau of Higher Edu- 
cation; repesentatives from the Zhengji 16966 3068], 
Changzhou [1603 1558], Jiaxing [0857 5281! and Shanghai hospi- 
tals and scientific research units, and representatives of the 
armed forces internal hospitals and schools as well as model 
heroes from the war of self-defense on the China-Vietnam 
border all attended the conference.

After this newepaper published the account on 7 October, criminals in flight 
became just like ante on « hot pan, each and every one was in shock and 

even while lying down were not in peace, Li Weiwu (2621 1218 2976] (a 
Gansu Road high school student), after committing an offense and drifting 
around for 2 days, on the afternoon of 7 October on his own initiative 
surrendered at ⸗ police station, He told the police: "I heard people saying 
that the newspaper had pubiished all about our case and that you were 
tenactously in pursuit, I had no place to which I could run.” Liu Lisong 
[0491 4539 2646) (a etudent at the 334 High School) fled to Beidangang 
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and hid for 4 days, but finally because he had nowhere to go saw the only 
good thing to do was to go to a police station and surrender. A fellow 
offender, Ma Lin's [7456 2651] (a student at No, 19 High School), father 

(a cadre in a certain factory) and mother (a teacher) after seeing the 
newspaper realized what their own son had done, At the time, public security 
personnel sought them out, their attitude was straightforward and they 
expressed their sincere desire to aid the public security organs in carrying 
out the pursuit and arrest of their son. Immediately thereafter they went 
everywhere to call on relatives and visit friends, Finally Ma Lin's father 
found Ma Lin et a relatives house in Beijing and thereupon brought his son 
back to Tianjin and turned him in for prosecution. Xue Baogiang (5641 1405 
1730] (a worker in the Third Organic Chemical Engineering Factory) fled after 
committing a crime, but when one night he returned to hide in his home, his 
mother persuaded him to turn himself in. Zhao Ya's (6392 8763] (an unemployed 
youth) head of household first sent him to hide in a relative's house in 
Beijing's Shunyi County, but afterward of his own accord, led public security 
personnel to Shunyi County to seize his son. 


According to the reports of public security personnel, the household heads 

of a minority of hooligans still hold extremely improper attitudes. After 

their sons committed a crime, they have covered up for them by all available 

means and allowed them to run away. Another offender Jia Yubao (6328 3768 

1405] (an unemployed youth), after being involved in a crime, stayed once 

in the house of his brother-in-law, Lan Yinliang (5695 0603 5328] and spent 

the night at his elder brother, Jia Yulei'’s (6328 3768 0171] own unit's work 

place; Jia Yulei further sent him fleeing to relatives in Cang Country. Each 

time public security personnel questioned Jia Yubao's head of household, they 

were lied to, being told that they did not know where he had gone. After 

this newspaper published ite account, his family successively hurried to 

Cang Country with the news and money, to urge Jia to flee to another place, 

Under the relentless pursuit of the public security personnel, Jia Yubso 

was, in the end, seized, falling into the web of the law, At present, the 

public security and legal organs have intensified their enforcement of the 
aforementioned articles and, based on the details of a crime and the |

(fT tl Recently Public Security's Hebei Subbureau has handled this type of 

ca. : A student at No 39 High School Cui Lihai [1508 4539 3189] had from 

Jawuary of this year on ganged up with other criminals and many times committed 
serious crimes such as armed robberies or the roads, injuring the masses, 

tearing down doors, and prying open locks and entering homes to commit 

burglary. Because of this the Hebei People's Procurate approved the arrest 

of Cui Lihai, but afraid of being punished, he fled, In order to 

quickly arrest the offender and bring him to trial, public security personnel 

went to Cui Lihai'’s father, a Tianjin Lamp Factory worker, Cui Wenai [1508 

2429 5676) *o explain his son's criminal actions, inform him of the decision 

te arrest his son, and ask him to assist the public security organizations 

in searching for Cui Lihai. Late in the night of 18 May, Cui Lihai sneaked 

back into his house. Cui Wenai not only did not turn his son in for arrest 

and prosecution, but also finally hid him under a bed, giving him things to 
eat and drink, carefully carrying-out his excrement and dumping his urine 4 
everyday for 2 months. While conducting their investigation, the public 

security organs discovered the son hiding in the house. On 20 July, public 

security personnel pulled Cu Lihai from under the bed and arrested him 

according to law; at the same time, Cui Wenai was detained for disciplinary 

action, 


Why was Cui Wenai also punished? It is specified in the "Regulations for 
Public Order and Administering Punishment fer the PRC:" that to refuse to 
cooperate with or to obstruct, even if force is not used, the nation's public 
security officers executing their official duties is sufficient cause to be 
detained and deait with by fine or by warning. Cui Wenai was well aware 

that his son was a fugitive from the law, yet he intentionally hid him in his 
house for many days. Although public security personnel spoke with him many 
times, repeatedly informing him of party policy, from beginning to end, Cui 
Wenai stubbornly held to his erroneous course and lied that his son had not 
yet returned and that he did not know where his son had gone. Cui Wenai 
helped his son's flight from legal punishment, intentionally damaging society's 
public administration, and he was, as a matter of course, dealt with according 
to the law. 75 

















Conduct like that of Cui Wenai is not rare in today's society. Some heads 

of household routinely pamper their children, letting them go without 
restraint; when one day they discover that their children have become criminals 
who damage public security and injure the people, they again think up ways 

to cover up for them or to shield them. Some by hook or by crook extricate 
their children from their criminal responsibilities, some send their children 
to hide in the homes of friends or relatives, some urge them to run away.... 
One should know that it does not matter whether it is the head of a household 
or friends or realtives, these kinds of intervention are all completely wrong, 
even to the point of being criminal. A severe case would be investigated for 
criminal liability. Not long ago in the course of an investigation of a robbery 
gang, the public security organs discovered a young worker in the Dagang oil 
field who, although he had not yet taken part in a robbery, had provided a 
hiding place for those fleeing the investigation, hiding them and their loot. 
Thus the details of this case were serious and so he was arrested and punished 
according to law. 


The “Penal Law of the PRC," passed by the second session of the Fifth National 
People's Congress, sets forth a clear-cut regulation: those who harbor or 

those who bear false witness to protect counterrevolutionaries and not criminals 
will be sentenced to prison, forced labor, or probation. Its purpose is, 

at the right time, to strike a blow to the criminal elewent, to preserve public 
order in society, to guard the development of the ou. odernizations, and to 
protect the fundamental interests of the nation and the masses. Each and 

every citizen of the PRC ought to strengthen the concept of a legal system, 

to know and uphold the law, and, at the same time, to struggle against all 
illegal conduct.

YOUNG SCIENTISTS RETURN TO WORK IN CHINA

[Text] On 13 December 1979, a couple in their late twenties returned to 
China after a long trip from Boston, U.S.A. They were ov. ‘seas Chinese 
who came to work at the Shanghai Branch of the Chinese Academy of Sciences. 
The man Ouyang Benwei had been a post-doctoral researcher at Harvard 
University; the woman, Li Jinglian, an assistant researcher at Harvard 
University. 


We met them in a sparsely furnished apartment. Just like long-separeted 
family members, we had an intimate conversation. 


We talked about living conditions in China as being inferior to the United 
States. Have they ever thought about that? Ouyang Benwei spoke with a 
heavy Cantonese accent, "No matter how poor and backward our motherland is, 
it is our motherland. Just like my mother, no matter how poor she is, she 
is my mother." Ouyang Benwei aleo put it in a very touching way, "Should 
we wait and come back only when our motherland becomes prosperous and 
strong, and offers good living conditions? At that time, whether we come 
back or not does not have much significance." 


These young people were born and raised in Hong Kong. Their school teachers 
taught them modern Chinese history, conveying such an image of Old China: 

she was like a mother dressed in rags, suffering endless humiliations, 

crying for food and clothes with her children. In the 1960's, Ouyang Benwei's 
grandmother who lived in Jingmen Municipality of Guangdong Province was 
critically 111. She sent a telegram summoning her grandson in order to 

see him for the last time. Following his parents, Ouyang Benwei stepped 

on the soll of homeland for the first time. Later, he returned to the 
motherland and travelled inland three times. He visited Yenan, the sacred 
place of revolution. He visited Xian and Loyang, the ancient capitals. He 
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saw the magnificent Qixingyen, the beautiful West Lake, as well as the poor 
loess plateau. All these sceneries aroused in him the deep affection he 
had for the motherland: this is where my ancestors lived and worked, this 
is my motherland, my home! 


In 1974, shortly after Ouyang Benwei graduated from the Hong Konz Chinese 
University, he was admitted to the world-famous Cambridge Luiiversity in 
England. His wife Li Jinglian followed him to Cambridge. Over there many 
professors had visited China. They always greeted him warmly, "Chinese 
student!" Some students from the Third World countries, wherever they met 
him either at dining table, or in the dormitory, always spoke to him in 
admiration. "New China is great!" Listening to these words, he deeply 
wondered how did he, a Chinese himself, not understand his motherland as 
well as some foreign friends? He started to look for information on the 
motherland of New China, he, together with Li Jinglian and some friends, 
Organized the Chinese Student Association and invited speakers from "Sino- 
British Mutual Understanding Society" to talk about China. They showed 
films borrowed from the Chinese Embassy and put up a pictorial exhibition 
of "China's Transformation." They even carved a seal for the "Cambridge 
Newsletter" which they edited. The more they understood the motherland, 
the more affection they had toward the motherland. 


This period was a crucial period for them to make a serious decision for 

teir future. Especially in the year before graduation, they were even 

more seriously considering their fiture. They had three choices: one was 

to find a suitable job abroad. Ouyang Benwei had already published scientific 
papers in the Journal of Chemical Society. His advisor Ian Fleming considered 
this student as “very good." With his academic credentials, he could easily 
find a satisfactory job abroad and attain a higher academic standing in the 
superior conditions for scientific research. But in a foreign country, no 
matter how hard he worked, the result of his research would not belong to 

the motherland, and this result often became the monopoly of a few people. 

The second choice was to return to Hong Kong and be unit.dj with his family. 
But Hong Kong is a small place. The more specialized scientific research 

is, the more more difficult it is to find application. The third choice 

was to return to the motherland. They thought that "material deficiency 

can be compensated spiritually." Ouyang Benwei said, "In capitalistic 
countries, scientific management make the material life somewhat better. 

But in spiritual life, there is an impoverished side. How one looks at 

this problem, depends on how one understands the meaning of life." How 
excellent this statement is made! The words are simple but scintillate 

with thoughtful brightness. It also crossed their mind, “Would our motherland 
go through the chaos cf the Cultural Revolution again?" They concluded that 
"The people of the motherland learned the lesson that our motherland cannot 
again afford such a heavy cost!" Aftec many nights of complicated thoughts, 
this young couple in the end took the final choice for their future. 


After Ouyang Benwei took his doctorate in Cambridge University, his advisor 
recommended him to his own advisor--the renowned organic chemist, Harvard 
professor, Nobel-prize winner, Woodward. Ouyang Benwei, in order to widen 
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his vistas and to improve his ability to carry out independent research, 
went to the United States with his wife to serve as a post-doctoral re- 
searcher in the laboratory under Woodward's guidance. This laboratory has 
the most up-to-date equipment and ample funds. He and his wife received an 
annual salary of US$20,000. However, this young couple did not even buy 

a house. They bought a small car but sold it in a few months. Even their 
furniture was bought second-hand. Unlike some young people, they rarely 
indulged themselves in pleasures on their days off. 


One night, they opened the mail box and found a notice from the Chinese 
Embassy in the United States permitting them to return to China. Their 
wish came true. Ouyang Benwei resolutely turned down the three-year job 
offer from Brandeis University. They handed the savings they made in the 
United States to their parents, telling them that they were already staff 
members of the Shanghai Branch of Chinese Academy of Sciences. Concerning 
these young people's firm decision to return to China, his father said, 
"You are grown-up. You have your own ideas, we will not stop you. It is 
a good thing to work in our own country. We all hope our motherland 

enjoy peace and prosperity." Only Ouyang Benwei's mother said regretfully, 
"I have always planned to live with you." Ouyang Benwei told his mother 
sincerely, “Mother, after your retirement, come to Shanghai and live with 
us. If you are worried that the life may not suit you, try it by spending 
some time in the spring when weather gets warm." 


This story tells the sincerity of this young couple toward the motherland 
and the nation. Before they returned to China, they told us, some foreign 
friends asked them at a farewell party, “It is nice that you are going to 
work in your own country, but, how about your job and your pay?" The 
question was politely posed. They answered smiling, "We'll worry about 
that after we are in our country." In fact, they were mentally prepared. 
The motherland is not yet rich, how could she offer high pay and generous 
stipends? This thought, therefore, ha? prompted them to save some money 
through deliberate economizing. 


When we asked about their present working conditions, Ouyang Benwei said, 
“Here the conditions for scientific research are not as good as in foreign 
countries. One's personal academic achievement is going to suffer after 
one returns to China. But my concern is taken from a different angle. In 
China, there are not too many people like us who understand the scientific 
technology in foreign countries. My contribution is not necessarily less 
here than in foreign countries." He repeatedly said such words, "I always 
feel an individual's future is fused with the future of the motherland." 


In the conversation, there was an interesting episode. Li Jinglian softly 
asked a female comrade among us, "Is there a day-care nursery? What is 
the minimum age of a child to be enrolled?" Dedicated to their study and 
work, they have had no children after many years of marriage. Now they 
feel “at home," life is joing to be "more settled"; it is probably time 

to consider raisi.g children.

Turbulence Stirred Up by “Voluntary Service" 


One day in mid-December, 1978, at the Labor Union Meeting of the Yunnan 
Motor Vehicle Plant, representatives were seriously studying the speech 
Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping delivered at the "Ninth Plenary Session" of the 
Labor Union. They enthusiastically discussed the drafting of a procedure 
for democratic election for directors of workshops. They were very excited 
and extremely joyful. 


“China should have done it long time ago!" 

"The four modernizations are hopeful." 

"We workers now have actually become masters of our 
country.” 

"Candidates should not be nominated by high level of- 
ficials, but by workers ourselves. We know better who 
would be the most qualified to become the director." 
"One can offer himself for service." 

"Those who are courageous enough to take up the heavy 
burden of promoting four modernizations should be called 
to come out...." 


The registration of candidates started the next day. There were people 
waiting at the door of her office before the plant labor union president 
Huany Cailian [7806 1752 5571] went upstairs. The first candidate she 
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caught a sight was Dong Zhixin [5516 1807 2450] of the production division. 
He had mentioned to old Huang earlier that he intended to put his own name 
down for the job of director of the tool molding workshop. Now he wants 
to enroll himself. Immediately behind him wasa young man who said: “Master 
Huang, I also want to enroll my name as a candidate to participate in the 
election of the foundry workshop." His voice trembled because he was 
either so nervous or so excited. Old Huang was taken aback suddenly: 

This is the young worker Sun Yan who has always been very silent. The 
spirit of this little guy deserves praise, she thought. Production in 

the plant was a heavy burden. What would the outcome be if he is elected 
but not capable to do his joh? Want Benzhi [3769 2609 1807], the deputy 
secretary of the general party branch and the deputy director of the plant, 
said: "Never mind, let the masses elect. No improvement was ever made 

in production. We by that time can stay at selected basic units!" Old 
Huang smiled: “Well, what I want is just what you have said." 


Sun thus suddenly came out. The news that Sun Yan has put down his own 
name for the job as director of the foundry workshop soon spread over all 
corners of the plant. Fervent emotion especially prevailed in the foundry 
workshop. Those who gave him their supports and those who expressed their 
objections were divided into two opposite sides. 


Some of the workers told younger Sun: “You are a good guy, we support 
you." Others said: "Should you be elected director, I would come to work 
even if I were sick." 


There were people who said: "If Sun Yan would become director of the 
workshop, all of us in the plant would be qualified." Someone sarcastical- 
ly said: "He is in sheer fantasy," "He seems to be interested in becoming 
an officer." Someone even said: "Sun Yan intends to draw people's support 
to have the workshop destroyed." “Being a director of a workshop is not 

a trifling matter. In Yugoslavia, the guillotine could become the destiny 
of a director of a workshop should he neglect his duty...." 


When Sun Yan's mother, sister and brother heard about it, they also ex- 
pressed their objections. They tried their best to advise younger Sun not 
to take up the job of the director of the workshop. 


Then, what kind of person is Sun Yan really? 


Why should he give up his job as a workshop worker and put his own name 
down for the job as the director of the foundry workshop where the circum- 
stance is difficult? 


"My Dream-is to Become a Business Administrator" 


Sun Yan, a slim and tall young man, is twenty-six years old. He possesses 
all the common charactcristics of youth: vitality, agressiveness, and 
confidence. He thinks independently and contemplates ingratiation. He 
has grown up duringthe years of turmoil’ and has made resolution through 
rumination.

In 1970, after graduating from junior high school, he came to work in the 
foundry workshop of the plant where he was faced with hardwork, dirt, 
tiresomeness and disorder. He felt his work monotonous and boring. He 
intended to proceed with technical reform work. He did not win support 
forhis efforts but rather met with sarcastic remarks saying that he was 
fantastic and meaningless. During those years, one movement came after 
another. Today a "new direction of class struggle” could be prevailing, 
and tomorrow one could be blamed as having “hidden purpose". It seems 
that under the proletarian dictatorship there should be a number of people 
who should be punished. Is this a so called revolution? He could not 
understand and could not stand it. He did not regard the "Vanguards" 
prevailing at that time as a model, yet he could not find a right way out. 
He was in great distress and lonesomeness. Only drinking could temporarily 
dispel his trouble. 


One day, he happened into a provincial library. He found an introduction 
to the theory of heliocentric planetary motion. This was the first time he 
realized that there had been a Nicolaus Copernicus in this world. He was 
very much interested in it. Since then, he has visited the library often. 


Reading became a turning point in his life; knowledge helped him to break- 
through from the midst of thick fog of ignorance enabling him to see another 
world--a world in which science and technology are far more advanced than 
ours. From these very few books and magazines, he learned those events 
that he never had heard of or seen before: the hand-supported tractor made 
in Japan which can make a turn on the ridges; the British made hand- 
supported tractor is only twenty-two kilograms in weight, which can be 
easily lifted up with one single hand. In an American ': iversity, there 

is a department of transportation particularly establisiw i for study of 

the principles of transportation...while he was amazed by these facts, 

he turned his attention to the situation we face. We are faced with a 

low productivity. Rather than take measures to correct his, we stuck to 
the belief that to utilize physical labor is an honor? Are the people 

of our country not willing to correct it? Are they too dull or incapable 
to correct it? Neither is true. Endless irresponsible assertions and 
rigorous realities made this innocent young man indulge in sharp contra- 
dictions. He even began to become doubtful of the superiority of the 
socialist system. Is is why we fall far behind. 


Thinking, especially think about important questions, is a special charac- 
teristic manifested by young people. During the course of thinking, one 
may temporarily make an incorrect conclusion, but more people can find 
truth through rumination. 


One day, Sun Yan told his brother, who was working with rice seedling in 
the village, of his point of view and his troubles. His brother did not 
reproach him but advised him instead: "You have to experience planting 
rice to realize the past and the present of the peasantry. You should not 
be misled by the exterior phenomenon. You have to learn something about 
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Marxist-Leninism and to understand something about the laws. Sun Yan has 
shown respect to his brother ever since his childhood. Even though he 
was in the past tired of “politics,” he began to study Marxist-Leninism 
after he had talked with his brother. He studied some chapters in “The 
Status of the British Working Class" and "Das Kapital,” and a few other 
books written by Marx, Engels, Lenin and Mao Zedong. 


The revolutionary leaders revealed to him laws regarding the development 
of human society and pointed out the insurmountable contradictions in the 
capitalistic system itself. He suddenly awakened: Marxist-Leninism it- 
self is a science. Heretofore, he has been always in the opinion that 
“politics” is played by responsible people. Now, he came to understand 
that the emergence of the socialist system is a kind of objective law. 
Then, why does the progress of our country not seem to be as fast as 
others? People are not satisfied with a country, which eventhough it does 
not have the shortcomings of the capitalist society, is not as developed 
as a capitalist country! 


A book enlightened him on a question which had long been blocked in his 
mind. The book, “How to Refine Iron and Steel" has been read by most of 
us. The heroic image of the party and league members of the Soviet Union 
during the era of Lenin and Stalin affected him deeply. They were heroes 
on the battlefield and model workers in production. They never forgave 
negligence in production which was regarded as cowardliness on the bat- 
tlefield. A league member, Fei Ding [6316 1353], had broken a valuage 
imported drill by violating operation procedures. The director of the 
motor vehicle plant wanted to dismiss him, but the league organization 
went to Fei's side. Bao-Erh [0202 1422] supported the opinion of the 
director. He said that old workers had said, in the past, when we worked 
for the capitalist, we had to be very cautious. Now, we work for ourselves, 
cases like this are not pardonable. Fie was therefore dismissed. This 
story served as a lamp which dispeled doubts from Sun Yan's mind. Sun Yan 
was relaxed. Oh! This is the attitude the Communist Party needed for 
its economic construction. Here, we only grasp "class struggle," but not 
economic construction. Nobody would care whether you have broken one 
drill, or even 10 or 100 drills at a loss amounted to $10,000. The re- 
sult is: There are people who can fool around, or take advantage to cor- 
rupt, or make a living by stirring up “political movements." This is 

why in our country there is no improvement in production, and no progress 
in our society. "I am not able to prevent others from doing anything 

but I have the power to command myself." I have to devote my own wisdom 
and strength to the economic construction of my country. I have decided 
to become a business administrator. 


To become a business administrator was a peculiar but valuable idea at 
that time. In order to hold firm to this stand, ,reat confidence and 
courage against the weight of public opinion were needed. Younger Sun 
has surmounted one of the top points on the pass of human life. He for 
the first time recognized the true meaning of life. Hereafter, he began 
to study hard. He studied mathematics, physics, drafting, management, 
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and political science. “Don't think that temporary means permanent." 
Younger Sun believed that the knowledge he had gained would definitely 
be utilized one day and his dream to become a business administrator 
would also be realized. 


After the “gang of four"'s downfall, he and his close friend Dong Zhixin 
often brought up topics such as the four modernizations and the reforms 
for discussion until late at night. One day they went to the movie 
“Boiling Life" together. They were fascinated by the lsading figure, 
Koman, [phonetic] in this movie. They admired him very much even in his 
walking style. They wondered whether one day they would be able to do as 
great a job just as Koman Mihai [phonetic]. 


The day has come at last. The motor vehicle plant is going to democratical- 
ly elect its director. When Sun Yan heard about this, he was so excited 
that he could not even get to sleep for a few nights. "I want to put my 
name down for the job," he said. But his family was opposed to hin. 

“Now it is not easy to be a cadre; you better stay as a worker," his 

mother said. “You are too young. Do you know how to get along with those 
cadres who lost the elections?" said his elder sister. His elder brother 
was most excited: "You should not act irrationally as they did during the 
Cultural Revolution. What concerns us relatives most is that you may 

throw yourself into the turbulence of political struggle." 


But younger Sun insisted: "No! It is not irrational at all." This is 
democracy, and only the flower of democracy can bear the fruit of moderni~ 
zation. Risk is not to be feared because true democracy comes with riwk. 
Sun Yan enrolled. 


The Victory of the Will of the Masses 


In the eyes of the majority of the workers, democratic elections are the 
radiant gem which contains tremendous power for promoting the four moderni- 
zations. However, because people are in different positions, they perceive 
the radiance differently and from different angles. And this radiance 

is not seen by those who are color blind. In the "Non-melted Ice in 
Spring" radiance in the eyes of the prejudiced turns out to be a jack-o- 
lantern. 


The tool molding workshop was the first test point. Since the XINHUA New 
Agency reported that Dong Zhixin had volunteered for service and was 
elected director of the workshop, someone said: what is to volunteer, and 
what is a “campaign” speech. What has been brought in is just a capitalist 
practice. Why can't they figure it out: the director of the workshop has 
traditionally been appointed by the Party, and now they leave it to the 
masses to elect. The one who is elected is to become the director and a 
party member may lose the election. Can this be called a socialist 
democracy? The foundry workshop was the second test point. Almost twenty 
days from when Sun Yan volunteered himself for the job until the day the 
election took place, it had been the subject of much controversy both in- 
side and outside the workshop. 
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"You are not a Party member, why should you want to become director of the 
workshop?" 


“To promote the four modernizations ia a duty not limited only to Party 
members, but a duty of all workers,” Sun Yan said, 


"You are too young, can you work for the betterment of this workshop? 


"Du Qiu [2629 8003] became the public prosecutor of Tokyo at the age of 34, 
I am 25 now, am I not able to become the director of this emall workshop?!" 


"You are not even a member of the League, can you lead us to promote 
socialism?" 


"I am neither a member of the Party nor of the Leauge, but it does not 
mean that I do not believe in Marxist~-Leninism. I merely do not regard 
believing as religion or superstition. Marxiat-Leniniem ia a acience, 

It is not revolutionary slogans but practical deeds which examine whether 
one really understands Marxist-Leniniam or really has engaged in the task 
of promoting socialism." 


It seems that Sun Yan's desire to become director of the workshop was not 
a sudden impulse, but careful consideration, He was tranaferred to the 
metal working workshop last year. Why should he want to become the 
director of the foundry workshop where the working conditions are worse 
and it is faced with the most contradictions, Sun Yan sald: "“Exietence 
determines the ideology of the people, and circumatance determines their 
thinking. I have been working there for seven years. I! understand the 
best. Most contradictions happened there under the very poor working 
conditions. But, everything can be changed. What a young man should do 
is to change unsatisfactory circumstances, not evade them. 


In the afternoon of January 9th, election of director of the foundry 
workshop took place. The leader came in. Inaide and outaide the workshop 
there was a crowd of people from all the workshops of the plant. 


Sun Yan delivered his speech first. He reflected mainly on the reason 

why he wanted to become director of the workshop and how to improve the 
production of the workshop in the future. He said: "Cadres are to set 
samples by themselves, to lead people ts work without working on specializa~- 
tion; to unite all workers of the workshop, and not to amear out "bad 
people and bad deeds;"" to insist on distribution by labor and strengthening 
of economic administration." Sun Yan concluded: "We have a good lesson, 
that is this meeting on democratic life; we have a good teacher, that ia 

the masses, The i«*-ses can loox at our shortcomings and mistakes from dif- 
ferent angles, and can lead us to the main road from the aide roads...." 


Immediately after Sun Yan finished speaking, the incumbent director of the 
workshop who was concurrently the Party Branch Secretary suddenly stood 
up and said: "I shall today cast my vote for myself, I do it not because 
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I want to be the director, but rather because | want to demonstrate that 

in the past we have had a good performance record.” His domineering tone 
added tension to the atmosphere already not in an easy mood, His words 
were not only a refutation against Sun Yan, but also a negation of the 
democratic election itwelf. However, cold water can not extinguish the 
fervent emotion of the people committed to reforms. The election proceeded 
on schedule. Sun Yan gave anewers to questions successively raised by some 
comrades, which was followed by the opening of ballots. There were al~ 
together thirty-two people who participated in the election and Sun Yan 

was elected director of the workshop with nineteen votes in his favor. 

The director of the plant declared the election to be valid right away. 

Sun Yan was honored with a big red flower. The whole workshop was filled 
with joy. 


In accordance with the election law passed by the labor union of the plant, 
candidates for the deputy director of a workshop are to be nominated by 

the director, and then to be elected by the masses through secret ballot. 
Who was to be nominated was a difficult problem facing the newly elected 
director. After he lost the election, the incumbent director (and con- 
currently the Secretary of the Party Branch) has indicated that he should 
be the main dire:*or not the deputy. Who is then most suitable to be 
nominated? Sun iin, after giving up his pre-occupation and getting away 
from personal sentiment, thought to nominate a former deputy director of 
the workshop and member of the Party Branch to be the candidate. He be- 
lieved that such an arrangement could do some good for the unity and 
future work of the workshop. At noon of the next day, holding a rice bowl 
he fervently came to the house of this comrade and wholeheartedly asked 
him: “Old master, may we work together!" Unexpectedly, the other party 
shook his head and replied with a cool tone: "No, no, let the young 
people do the job boldly!" The indifferent attitude almost gave younger 
Sun a shudder. Young man, did you know the road that lies ahead is a bumpy 
one when you volunteered yourself for the job?! What ie waiting for you 
is not fresh ‘lowers or carpets, but “grassy meadows and snow covered 
mountains." 


Party Branch Secretary and director of the plant, Comrade Li Jishan 

{2621 4949 0810) repeatedly asked thie comrade, a member of the party, 

to have a correct recognition of the democratic election and to support 

the work cf Sun Yan. Old Li seriously and heartily told him: “The demo- 
cratic eluction of director of the workshop was dictated by Vice-Premier 
Deng Xiacping and is desired hy the people. To carry it out is a must, 

In order to push the four modernizations through, it ie necessary to 

elect those who are willing to learn, have the knowledge of production, 

and are full of vitality for the post of leadership. In the future, if it 
develops that the first grade cadres are elected, 1 would step down to be- 
come an ordinary worker ahould I lose the election. I shall enthusiastical- 
ly support the new director without any complaint. This is what is needed 
to promote Party cause and it should not be engulfed in personal ups and 
downs. "However, this Party-member comrade could not figure it out. He 
said: "I cannot get along with him. I have resolutely decided not to work 
with him even though I will be diemissed for that." 
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Sun Yen said; “Ideological comprehension needs patience. I no longer 
want to nominate « candidate. 1 would rather leave the election to the 
maseas, Yang Xiaohui (2799 1420 6540], a 24 year old young worker re- 
garded this matter as unfair, He wondered how « communist can treat 

party matter thie way. It was not a personal consideration to Sun Yan 
whether he received the other's support or not. We sre at a testing place 
for democratic elections, If the new director democratically elected by 
the masses does well without support, then it could be described as a 
failure of the democratic election and that is what I definitely cannot 
agree with. Young Yang, who usually studies hard and is willing to pursue 
the study of technology, followed Sun Yan's example and volunteered hia- 
self for service, “1 want to put my own name down.” Yang was eventually 
elected deputy director of the workshop, 


The democratic election [process] is victorious. People gave a long clap. 
Thie was a victory of the will and desire of the people. 


After Assumption of Office 
fun Yan has aseumed hie official duties. 


if it te wald that the democratic election has been experienced through 
sharp ideological struggle, then the struggle must have become more 
complicated and more severe after the newly elected director assumed his 
official duties, 


Sun Yan had received « wholehearted welcome from many people who wanted 

to eee him boldly carry out reforms in the spirit of the Third Plenary 
Session; but there were people who thought that the new director should 
follow the old ways, There were others who anticipated his demise so that 
they could take over, There were also those who said let's wait three 
months and see, 


Young Sun knew very well that « new cadre at the beginning must stand on 

a firm ground and act ae an example for others. Like a company commander 
in the army, he led the workers to do their jobs will all-out efforts. 
"Look at me" and "Vollow me," Bun Yan said. Wherever the work load was 
heavy, he came to help. We worked everyday from early morning until night, 
and usually until late at night. Ule two knees were awelling to the extent 
that he could not even squat, in the past, cadres in the workshop never 
personally led people to work. Hut Sun Yan reversed this trend. Workers 
gave him warm approval and said: A director elected by the masses is 
totally different, Those who did not give him support or even were op- 
posed to him said: it wae he himeelf who volunteered for service, he has 
to bear the hardship. tut they could not but recognize th * he had really 
done a good job. tun Yan has dug hie heela in and started »o carry out 
reiorma, 


The work in the worksh o wae very complicated. What should be dealt with 
firet? Sun Yan wanted to start by adopting @ sclentific admictstration. 
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The old “equalitarianism” which weighs good and bad performances in an 
undiscriminating manner should be repudiated. Economic affairs should be 
handled by economic means. Sun Yan and young Yang groped all way down 
throughout the whole working procedure step by step and found that people 
did not have a definite division of labor nor a visible scope of respon- 
sibility. They go to work everyday like the production teams in the vil- 
lage without a definite working schedule. Individuals wanted to save 
trouble. For example, during packing, quality and quantity were often not up 
to standard. Such intentional mistakes had resulted in large quantities 

of rejected foundries. For the same reason, when they worked on purifica- 
tion of send, it was in the same irresponsible manner. The result was: 
More rejects and low efficiency. “What nonsense? A thorough reform should 
have to be carried out!" Sun Yan and young Yang have determined to carry 
out a gajor operation. 


Coincidentally, they were assigned by the authority of the plant with a 
mission to produce three hundred axle boxes. "Well, we start our operation 
here!" Sun Yan boldly suggested: The labor force should be reorganized; 
everybody should have a definite division of labor; quality and quantity 
should be clearly specified; man-hours per finished products should be 
calculated; reward and punishment should be fairly dispensed. And in the 
end, the efficiency of the whole workshop should be doubled. 


"He is nuts; to work in such a way is news to me!" There was a sudden 
explosion in the workshop. Reform was faced with strong resistance from 
conservatives. Secretary of the Party Branch said: these requirements 
are too excessive to comply with. There were workers not willing to be 
assigned to do heavy work such as purification of sand. Cadres defeated 
in elections were unable to work in any capacity because they were not 
technically trained in the past. Othere even said: “Sun Yan, you are 
neither a member of the Party nor of the League, your word means nothing.” 
It was difficult, the traditional influence was really terrible. But Sun 
Yan never gave in to pressure. According to the stipulations in the 
"Trial Measures for Holding Elections", the director of a workshop has the 
authority to reorganize its labor combination and fuli power to handle 
production. He insisted on carrying out the reforms in spite of these 
obstructions. The struggle never stops. The Secretary of the Party 
Branch was responsible for baking earthen cores. Sun Yan found that his 
work was not up to standard as bubbles were produced during the casting 
process and the products would then be rejected. Young Sun was so die- 
appointed. It was beyond his expectation that struggle would be as com- 
plicated as this. He immediately worked for two consecutive nights to- 
gether with another worker to re-bake the earthen cores to bring them up 
to standard so that large quantities of rejects could be avoided. The 
result wae" work efficiency has more than doubled and the rate of rejects 
was reduced to 23.7 percent. This was the firet time that Sun fan had 
won a victory in reform through struggle. He enjoyed it immensely. 


When he proceeded with his plan to dispense both rewards and punishmen, 
in a fair way, it was not smooth sailing either. A fifth-grade worker 








had, when preparing sand, mistakenly overlooked the formula by adding 

10 percent each of tung oil and paste instead of only 1 percent prescribed. 
Because of this mistake, the No. 1 earthen core eventually cracked when 

it was baked into shape, and the No. 2 earthen core flew inte the next 
operation line. All of the eighteen castings thus became rejects which 
resulted in a loss of more than 800 dollars. After an investigation, Sun 
Yan regarded it as a matter of responsibility. He insisted that it should 
be handled in accordance with regulations on reward and punishment. This 
fifth-grade worker was punished by withholding his bonus that month and he 
had to pay back a set percentage of the losses. As the director of the 
workshop, Sun Yan himself had a portion of his position subsidy deducted. 
Many of the workers felt that it was fair and reasonable. 


However, the Acting Party Branch Secretary of the workshop expressed his 
strong opposition. He said loudly: “This comrade is an old comrade and 
also a Party member. His cultural level is low. The leadership of the 
workshop is also held responsible. It's better to forget about it. Losses 
more serious than this in the past had never been dealt with. Some of the 
Party members in this workshop shared his point of view. When Sun Yan was 
informed of it, he was especially furious: what logic is this? If his 
cultural level is low, why didn't he attend the classes open for tech- 
nicitans? Old comrades should respect rules more than others do. To say 
that the leadership of the workshop should take up responsibility only by 
words without deducting the position allowance of the Party Branch Secre- 
tary ie meaningless. It was even more bitter for Sun Yan to compare this 
accident with the past. Last year, more than 500 gear boxes had been re- 
jected. Then, more than 1000 cylinders had also been rejected owing to 
the fact that the technical procedures were not strictly observed during 
the operation. The rejects were piled up as high as a hillock in the 

rear of the workshop. Plenty of natic’al property and labor has been 
wasted. These mistakes should not be repeated. The accident which hap- 
pened this time is not serious, but it should be handled in accordance with 
principles, so that we can learn a lesson from it. Many workers praised 
him for his spirit in upholding the principles. 


Sun Yan and young Yang debated with the acting Party Branch Secretary on 
this subject several times. Their opinions were still divided. They 
then reported to the authority of the plant, serarately. The plant 
authority supported the opinions of Sun Yan and young Yang and decided 
to withhold 29 percent of the position subsidies of both the director of 
the workshop and the acting Party Branch Secretary. For that fifth- 
grade worker, besides holding back his bonus of that month, he was also 
required to pay compensation at an amount equal to 2 percent of the loss. 
Sun Yan deeply felt that the traditional thir ‘:ing and influence appeared 
to be too stubborn. It was very difficult to take a step forward in 
carrying out reform. 


A few months elapsed. Sun Yan, not only avoided a down fall but also has 
moved a few steps forward in carrying out reforms. A new atmosphere 
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emerged in the casting workshop. Production has increased rapidly. In 
the first two months of this year. =>2 total production value reached 
95.3 percent of the target projected for the first half of 1979. Both 
quality and quantity of production have shown a visible improvement. 
People who did not vote for Sun Yan at the time of election have now be- 
come his active supporters because they have witnessed that young Sun has 
been working hard. He has been recognized as serious and responsible. 
Young technician Zhu said: “Even though I did not vote for him when the 
election took place, when I witnessed him really doing something for 
socialism, I began to support him without reservation.” However, people 
who were prejudiced with traditional thinking or whose personal position 
or interest were endangered pretended to be strangers to the new phenomena. 
They still felt that Sun Yan has gone the wrong way and they have to get 
young Sun back on the “correct” track. 


At one time, Sun Yan asked young technician Zhu of the workshop to give a 
lesson in technology. A good number of people did not attend in order to 
discourage hix. On another occasion, Sun Yan wanted to publicize the per- 
fect experience of a little young worker and his study of technology and 
production. He again met with resis*«ance from a number of people who 
Spread the word that this young wor! was a drinker and a troublemaker 

in the past. He was fortunate enough co have avoided criticism. These 
two stories put young Sun into deep reflection: Why is it not allowed 

to praise those who are entitled to it; or to punish those who deserve 
punishment, or to do what should be done. 


One day, the Acting Party Branch Secretary talked to him in a manner as 

if he would give him a lesson: “Young Sun, why is it that there are 

Party or League members who do not support you? Have you ever thought 
about it? It seems that you do not quite understand “whom you should 
depend on; whom you should associate with and whom you should give them 

a blow.” Sun Yan suddenly awakened. He realized that all of these unusval 
phenomena happened in the workshop were associated closely with each other. 
Today, although the focal point of Party work has been shifted, they still 
stick to “clasa struggle is the guiding principle" because of their con- 
servative thinking, stubborness and their failure to keep pace with the 
changing situation. After thinking it over and over, Sum Yan believes 
even more that it is correct to wholeheartedly depend on the workers and 
to concentrate his efforts on production. He will go his own way in 

spite of incessant wind and rain. 





Sun Yan will not yield. Shutper contradictions and st: uggles centinue to 
go on. Once at a moeting of a meeting of the division chiefs, Sun Yan, 
believing that productiop is an urgent mission, suggested that Party 
members develop themselves as models. A Party member immediately inter- 
rogated him angrily: “Il have not received the call from the General 

Party ®ranch, nor that from the Party Branch. Who are you?™ At that very 
moment, skepticism on the spirit of the Third Plenary Session was pre- 
valling. Criticism of the democratic electicn of the directors of work- 
shops was very much talked about. People said openly both inside and 
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outside the workshop that Sun Yan's being e)ected director is a case 
of a "regime of loafers" and a “regime which oppresses the proletariat." 


Attacks came from all directions. People who enthusiastically worked 
together with Sun Yan in the elect’on and reforms also felt that the 
pressure was too heavy. They are very much concerned that they might 
seize upon his shortcomings. The young Sun Yan was ¢xt.raordinarily cool. 
He told his colleagues: "The inf!uences of the feur'alistic ideology 
from thousands of years down has been deeply roo‘*". ‘ve heard sugges- 
tions that we return to the previous situation. heve carefully re- 
viewed my conduct and words since I assumed my ofiicial duties. I found 
no mistakes! At the most, I might have at some time applied inappropriate 
methods or have had work done in a hurry...." He stubbornly continued to 
march forward with the confidence that he is on the side of justice. 


Young technician Zhu knew hat Sun Yan wes in a difficult situation. He 
advised him earnestly: "If you were not the director, you could easily 

be rewarded by any single work done. The bonus could be much more than 

that of the position subsidy of the director. You could become a tech- 

nician if you wanted to. You also could become a modei-worker. And you 
were hoping to become a Party member. You don't need to work as hard 

as you do now. See where you are now. What for?" 


Sun Yan responded with a bitter smile and said: "No progress can easily 
be made in the construction of China while too many people think about 

too many problems. I still stick to my commitment to reform, and it will 
never change. It's really no big deal. At the most there will be “reform 
through a few years of forced labor." For the sake of the four moderniza- 
tions, and for the sake of reform, I want to be the first crab-eating 
volunteer." 


A great diversity of things are waiting for reform in the workshop. But 
what happens to a small part may affect the whole picture. It is con- 
ceivable that there will be difficulties and obstructions. And rigorous 
tests will continue on. Sun Yan, like a petrel, is heading his way 
bravely amidst the storms. 


The Writer's Note: 


Dear Readers, after you have finished reading this story, you might want 

to know the results of the democratic elections of all the workshop 
directors of the Yunnan Motor Vehicle Plant and the present performances 

in production. Up to mid-march, the election of all six workshop direc- 
tors has been accomplished. Three incumbent directors were re-elected and 
the other three new directors were elected from among the workers. Pro- 
duction has been greatly increased since the democratic election of the 
workshop directors was approved by the whole plant: From January to August 
this year, this plant produced 200 motorcycles, up 33 percent over the same 
period of last year. 
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The casting workshop, in which Sun Yan is the director, is exceptionally 
outstanding. From January to August this year, its production value has 
increased 61.5 percent over the same period of last year. In early 
September, it has reached the production target of the whole year. Now 
they have entered the year of 1980 in advance.

POLICY, TASKS OF EDUCATION UNION DISCUSSED AT CONFETENCE

(Text) The national committee of the Chinese Education Union called a work 
conference in Beijing from 6 December through 19 December to review the work 
of the union, and to study and determine the basic policy of the education 
union and its present taske. 


The participants included responsible persons and workers of the provincial, 
autonomous region, and county education unions. The conference was conducted 
by Fang Ming [2455 2494], vice chairman of the Chinese Education Union. 


During the conference, Fang Yi [2455 3015), member of the Party Central 
Conmittee Political Bureau and deputy prime min'ster of the State Council, 
Deng Yingchao [6772 4481 6389!, member of the Party Central Committee 
Political Bureau and deputy head of the Standing Committee of the People's 
Congress, Hu Yaobang [5170 5069 6721], member of Party Central Committee 
Political Bureau and minister of propaganda of the Party Central Committee, 
and reaponsible persona of the Ministry of Education, National Science 
Commission, Chinese Academy of Sciences, All China General Labor Union, and 
the Central Committee of the Communist Youth League met all the delegates at 
the Great Hall of the People. Fang Yi, Deng Yingchao and Hu Yaobang spoke 
at the conference. 








Comrade Fang Yi pointed out in his speech that education as a trade is very 
important. Jt ie the place to train the four modernizations personnel, and 
the foundation for carrying out the four modernizationsa programs. Without 

a very drastic improvement of the entire nation's scientific and cultural 
level, a modern socialist country cannot be built, he said. We should give 
forceful propaganda to the viewpoint that the intellectuals are an important 
constituent part of the workers class and that the existing phenomenon of 
discriminating againat intellectuals must be thoroughly eliminated, he con- 
tinued. The education union is an important bridge between the party and the 
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intellectuals in the science and education field, he pointed out. It can 
supervise and promote the work vu! the administrative organizations of educa- 
tion and science and oppose bureaucracy. The deputy prime minister pointed 
out that the education union should serve the large number of teachers and 
scientific workers well, reflect their opinions, demands and complaints, and 
show concern over the hardship of the masses. He said that the large number 
of teachers and scientific workers do understand the difficulties of the 
country. The leadership cadres at various levels shouid explain the diffi- 
cult conditions and earnestly do a good job, which can be done with some 
effort. Then the broad masses will handle correctly the relationships among 
the state, the collective body and the individual, the relationship between 
the immediate interest and the long-range interest, and the relationship 
between the interest of the individual and the interest of the collective 
body. The education union should help administrative departments of educa- 
tion and science do a good job in discovering, promoting and training talented 
people, and should struggle against the phenomena of wasting and suppressing 
talented people, he added. 


Comrade Deng Yingchao talked about the importance of the work of the education 
union and the problem of how to improve the quality of its work. She said 
that the education union serves 10 million education workers who are under- 
taking the task of educating 2)0 million students. Thus, she pointed out, 

the people served by the education union represent nearly one-fourth of the 
entire nation's population. This is an extremely great and glorious task. 

It is also a task which requires fine thinking and patience. She hoped the 
comrades of the education union will strengthen their sense of responsibility, 
use in their work a new vitality, a new spiritual outlook and a new attitude 
as required in the long march to improve their working efficiency and service 
quality, and contribute their effort toward the realization of the four 
modernizations programs. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang pointed out that currently there are three important 
problems which the entire party and all comrades on the battle front of 
education should understand and resolve: 1. Fducators should be educated 
first. Especially the leadership comrades engaged in education work should 
make an effort to learn and become professionals before they can shoulder 
the leadership work. 2. Education workers should insist on putting equal 
emphasis on the students’ moral, academic and physical development as our 
principle in creating a fresh force for the four modernizations programs. 

3. Education workers should use various forms of teaching to satisfy the 
demands of the large number of youths and children. Comrade Hu Yaobang said 
that the union must do a good job for the workers class, insist on maintain- 
ing the rights of the workers class who are masters of the nation, show 
concern about the living conditions of the workers, develop the socialist 
activism of the workers class, and constantly improve the Communist awakening 
of the masses of the workers. 


The work conference reviewed some historical problems of the union on the 
basis of the Marxist-Leninist principle that practice is the sole standard 
for testing the truth. The participating comrades thought that treating

intellectuals as a part of the bourgeois class and regarding the education 
union as the "spokesman of the bourgeois class" are the fundamental reasons 
for the bias which must be corrected.

PRC YOUTH PAPER DISCUSSES YOUTH EDUCATION PROBLEMS

[Text] Beijing, 19 Feb (XINHUA)--CHINA YOUTH NEWS, a national newspaper 
that deals with the interests and concerns of young people, has touched off 
a discussion throughout China on the plight of young people deprived on an 
education during the cultural revolution and who are therefore unfit for 
skilled jobs. 


Thousands of letters have been pouring into the newspaper's offices from all 
over China in response to an article that articulated the problems of young 
men and women who despair of finding a full role in China's massive drive 

to modernization. 


The discussion comes at a time when China is reorganizing its workforce to 
meet the needs of industrialization. 


The two men who wrote the article, Wang Tongxun and Lei Zhenxiao, said that 
in the next 20 years China will need "determined giants" te cope with the 
demands of industrialisation. 


Too many of the younger generation, the writers said, are wasting time in 
sighing over chances lost during the cultural revolution. Too many are 
depressed about being assigned to work they are not trained fur. 

The article, entitled "Innter Factors of Success," urged youn’; people to 
build up their enthusiasm, set clearcut goals for themselves and start 
with minor things that will contribute to the country's modernization. 


In choosing their careers, said the article, young people should decide what 
they like to do and weigh the objective possibilities of doing it. The 
writer quoted the example of Hua Logeng, China's leading mathematician, 

who worked as a grocery shop assistant and studied on his own time. 


The article pointed out that although the young people has been hampered in 
the past decade, they had also been tempered by political upheavals. 
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The government has been dealing for some time with the problem of the young 
people, largely a legacy form the cultural revolution. 


Questionaires have been sent to workplaces throughout China to find out 
exactly what people are qualified for and which people are still not doing 
work they have been trained to do. The ultimate aim is to transfer trained 
workers to their proper work. In the past year, over 160,000 scientific 
and technical personnel who were not doing the work they were trained for, 
were transferred to work in their own speciality. 


Workplaces are also giving proficiency tests and qualified people are being 
promoted. 


For the past three years, the college enrollment upper age limit has been 
extended to 30 to give opportunities to people who missed their studies 
during the cultural revolution. TV colleges have been started in all major 
cities and 400,000 school-leavers will be enrolled in secondary technical 
schools this year. 


One of the writers of the CHINA YOUTH NEWS article, Lei Zhenxiao, was sent 
to work as a peasant in Guizhou Province after he graduated in chemistry from 
Beijing University in 1970. 





He found hundreds of young people doing work they were not trained for. He 
started to investigate the problem a massive waste of skills that China could 
not afford. [as received) He wrote a number of articlesonthe subject but 
the sense of what he was saying was not recognized until after the gang of 
four's downfall. 


CHINA YOUTH NEWS, in a separate article on the frustrations of young people 
in the workplace, cited the case of Wen Yuankai, aged 33, who was expelled 
from Nanjing University in 1970 for “poisoning” the minds of students with 
his example of diligent study. 


He studies, said his critics, distracted other students from "denouncing 
capitalist roaders." 


He was sent to do manuel work in the countryside. but he kept up his studies 
even on the farm. With the ending of the cultural revolution he was trans- 
ferred to work at the University of Science and Technology. 


He works almost 18 hours a day and he told the newspaper: "China's’ 
modernization will be realized by our generation." 


Among those who wrote letters to the Ch .A YOUTH NEWS were four young textile 
workers who had been dissatisfied with their work. They said: "We now real- 
ize that the key to success lies within us, and great deeds must start from 
minor beginnings." 
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A young miner, who said he had been paised by lack of fulfillment, wrote that 
he had wasted his time in "sighing." Other people had done outstanding work, 
he said, and he wanted to catch up. 


Recent press reports have cited many young people who have met the challenge 
of China's new era. 


Shen Youtang, at the age of 28, was appointed lecturer at Shanghai College 
of Traditional Chinese Medicine and a member of the International Angiology 
Science Committee. He achieved his qualifications through his own efforts, 
with little formal schooling. 


In recent months, outstanding young chefs, hair-dressers and workers in the 
service trades have been cited and honoured by the government as first rate 
craftsmen. 

And the new motto of students of the chemistry department at Qinghua Uni- 


versity has been taken up as a sort of battle cry by young people across 
China: "Modernization starts with me and now."

TEACHERS ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR DEVELOPING STUDENT POTENTIAL

of Developing Students’ Capability"] 


{Text] In teaching, the teacher not only transmits knowledge to the 
students’ capability. This idea is becoming increasingly accepted by 
educational workers. Some educators abroad believe that they should improve 
the teaching material and the teaching method in order to help develop the 
students’ capability; on this basis of developing the students’ capability, 
they will enhance the quality, quantity, and effect of their technique 

in the handling of knowledge. This proposition is a new development of the 
Kailofu [phonetic] theory of teaching which has had a great influence in 
our country. It naturally has aroused some interest for investigation 

among our educational workers; [consequently] a number of essays exploring 
this topic have appeared. I personally believe that in the investigation of 
this topic, there are problems which deserve attention. I am stating now 
some of my rather shallow views in order that the vast number of educational 
workers may advise me. 


First, what is the meaning of the term "capability"? When we study a 
scientific problem, first, we have the necessity to demand "proper definition." 
That is, we have to demand that when we employ a certain concept we have the 
same meaning in mind in order to avoid the lack of communication and to avoid 
[the possibility] that at the end we might find that while we have employed 
the same concepts we in fact have meant differently in content, thus wasting 
many words in vain. Abroad, each country has its own explanation of 
“capability.” Each faction or each school has its own jargon, which has 
caused us a lot of confusion. Readers are often attracted into this maze 

of jargon. We should by all means avoid such a condition. I believe that 

we can use this special term "capability" and give it the meaning of 
"independently analysing and solving problems," which is well known to all 

of us. 


Second, in teaching, what capability should be developed in the main? 
Certainly, qualifying terms that can be put in front of the word "capability" 
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are numerous, for instance, "reading capability," “arithmetic capability," 
“writing capability," and so forth. If we go on this way, there might be 
tens and hundreds of capabilities, and they may cause the readers to fall 
into a maze of capabilities, to lose the main points, and thus to be unable 
to grasp the true essence. According to the results of research in recent 
years both in this country and abroad, the general belief is that capability 
belongs to the scope of the individual's psychological character. This thus 
eliminates the possibility of adding things like technique and skills, which 
belong to the area of [the discipline of] education, into the concept of 
capability. So, we can put knowledge, technique, and skill on one side, and 
we can put capability on another side, and explore the pattern of differen- 
tiation and connection of these two sides, to open up a new research area for 
the development of educational theory. I believe that, in teaching, it is 
most important to develop the following four capabilities: (1) capability 
for observation, (2) capability for thinking, (3) capability for self-learning, 
and (4) capability for carrying out work (or actual capacity for practical 
work). When these four capabilities are combined there is formed the 
capability of “independently analysing and solving problems," briefly termed 
"capability." 


Third, how does one solve basically the problem of handling knowledge as well 
as developing capability? This is a most complicated problem. It demands 

a series of basic reforms. First, there is the problem of the reform of the 
teaching material; we need to use new teaching theory and viewpoints to 
compile anew the teaching material of the different subjects. In other 
countries, with huge manpower and financial resources, the preliminary work 
of compiling new teaching materials for primary and secondary schools can be 
accomplished only in a span of approximately ten years; furthermore, the 
develipment of this work in these countries has experienced setbacks, and 
the results are not always as desired. If we want to have greater accomplish- 
ment in educational work we would have to put a lot of effort in this area. 
The next is the problem of teaching method. New teaching materials must be 
used with new teaching method. According to the experience and lessons from 
abroad, the best way is to compile new teaching materials and new teaching 
methods simultaneously to avoid a gap between the two. Still next, is 

the problem of teachers’ training. Only those teachers who are acquainted 
with the new teaching theory and views are able to train talented people 

who have »oth knowledge and capability. Last, we must improve the 
examination system. How to measure objectively the students’ knowledge and 
capability is another difficult topic for investigation. All these great 
problems should be resolved early. 


Fourth, according to the things we can do at the present, we should first 
positively develop some educational experimentation. Practice is the only 
criterion for testing truth. Educational experimentation is a kind of 
educational activity, which is purposeful, has the nature of a scientific 
hypothesis, and is exploratory. It is helpful in the exploration of some 
new problems which have not been solved in the past. If it is an 
experimentation, it is possible to fail; failure is the mother of success; 
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we ought to permit failure. According to what I know, among the vast 
educational workers, those who are determined to reform and to carry out 
experimentation are quite numerous, and they are very positive in their 
attitude. But they feel that their difficulties are numerous and it is not 
easy to get started. First, they are afraid that experimentation may influence 
the [students'] rates of admissions to educational institutions of the 

next level. The priority schools and the more famous schools are the ones 
which worry most in this area. The next is the lack of guiding personnel 

in experimentation, of organizational personnel, and the necessary conditions 
of material equipment. We hope the leading departments that are involved 
will positively censider this deeply meaningful work. We can first organize 
some experimental schools or experimental classes to be under the direct 
leadership of the Centeral ministry, provinces, and municipalities. It is 
best to make known officially the measures for the development of educational 
experimentation. We may present some definite demands to the schools or 
individuals who are dedicated to have experimental schools; at the same time, 
we must provide them with the necessary material conditions. 


Fifth, we should endeavor to sum up advanced educational experience. Some 
thirty years after the founding of the People's Republic, our educational 
front has had rich experience and lessons, but it lacks systematic and serious 
summing up. Some of the summing up leans heavily on pure description, not 
elevated to rational cognition; thus [the experience] has no way to get 
popularized. Many experienced, veteran teachers, after long periods of 
practice, have consciously or unconsciously solved problems concerning the 
relationships between knowledge and capability. They have rich experience 
and unique understanding in building up the students’ capability, but there 
are not people going over to sum up their expertence. This is like a 
treasure buried underground, awaiting urgently for us to prospect and to 
unearth. 


Sixth, we can borrow the experience and research results abroad, especially 
in the area of teaching theory. For a long time we were under the 

influence of ultra-leftist thought; we dared not do research, and we dared 
not introduce educational theories from abroad. We made ourselves isolated 
from the world, and were in a crude and uninformed condition. After the 
Liberation, we had propagated a good deal of Kailofu's [phonetic] 
educational thought. However, from the 1960's to this day, in these 20 
some years, we hardly knew any thing about the development of educational 
theory abroad. This situation should be changed. Internationally, the 
countries of the world are exchanging information on their educational 

work; they are borrowing from each other in educational theory, teaching 
method, and even in educational systems. For instance, the United States 
studies the strong points vf the Soviet Union, and the Soviet Union studies 
the strong points of the United States. These are facts known to all people. 
As far as Japan is concerned, it has especially emphasized the adoption of 
the good points of all nations, and it has benefited tremendously. This 
experience is worthy of our attention. Concerning educational theory and 
educational experience of foreign countries, no matte, which nation they are 
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from, as long as they have the significance of a model and the value for 
research, we should introduce them and analyze them; we will choose the 
good for our use. We will not be copying blindly, nor will we eliminate 
all. 


To sum up the problem concerning «knowledge and capability, I believe we have 
to learn to look downward, to conduct a detailed survey research in the 
schools, such as to understand the real situation and to reflect the current 
teaching situation. From this we can see that now there seems to be an 
uncontrollable tide of [students’] pursuing further education, carrying 
with it those willing as well as reluctant educational workers in their 
blind march forward; the teachers and students are joined together [in this 
tide] in having more classes and more hours of instruction; they pack more 
things in a period of time, and they stretch their physical endurance in 
their endeavor. That "all are for the battle front of getting good marks” 
is taking the place of the science of education, the objective laws of 
teac”’*nz, and the policy of fully developing the students in all aspects: 
the mors?, the mental, and the physical. The situation is serious. Under 
this c .dition, the study and propagation of the problem of knowledge and 
capab’'i.:* o7: en makes one feel that he has labored in vain. However, I 
personai', feel that it is precisely because our research work is still 
quite rud‘mentary and our propaganda has not yet been able to convince 
people that the tide mentioned above has not been adetuately resisted. 
Future events will prove that if we solve well the problem of knowledge and 
capability, we'll be making great contributions to our nation's educational 
enterprise.

ZHAO ZIYANG DISCUSSES AUTONOMY IN INSTITUTIONS OF HIGH ER LEARNING 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 12 Jan 80 p 1 


[Text] At the discussion meeting of the princ‘pal 
responsible persons of some of the institutions of 
higher learning of Sichuan, Comrade Zhao Ziyang pointed 
out that the institutions of higher learning must be 
given certain definite autonomy. 


Correspondent Li Jiajie reports: "Institutions of higher earning must be 
given certain autonomy. On the condition that they woulc not increase the 
expenditure of the state, institutions of higher learning », rely upon their 
own income to solve the problems of livelihood and welfare of the teachers 

and students and of increasing teaching and equipment for scientific 

research." This was erphatically pointed out by Comrade Zhao Ziyang, Firs* 
Secretary of the Sichuan Provincial Party Committee, at the discussion 

meeting attended by the principal responsible persons of some of the province's 
instituticns of higher learning. 


This discussion meeting was sponsored by the Sichuan Provincial Party Com- 
mittee. The meeting was mainly for the study and solution of the problem 
of livelihood of the teachers and students of the institutions of higher 
learning. Comrade Zhao Ziyand said that the problem of livelihood of the 
teachers and students of the institutions of higher learning had to be put 
on the agenda of important items of the Party Committee to be seriously 
studied and solved. In regard to [some problems] that should have been solved 
but are not yet solved, we should do some ideological work and should do 
explanatory work well. But this does not mean that nothing can be solved; 
after making an effort some problems can be solved. At present, the most 
important poinc is to give the schools some definite autonomy. Start first 
with the universities and colleges, later, it can be extended to secondary 
schools and primary schools. 


According to the suggestion of the Party Committee, the Sichuan Provincial 
People's Government has resolved to establish school funds for the province's 
institutions of higher learning as an important measure to enlarge the 
autonomy of the schools. Among the stipulations are the following: 
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(1) After fulfilling the planned tasks in the stipulated teaching, scientific 
research, and laboratory works, the school may control the income in the 
following ten areas: the income from production contracts with external 

units and from sales of products in the school's practice and experimental 
factories; income from contracts with outside units in conducting 

experiments, calculation, chemical analysis, translation, designing, specimen- 
making, drawing, and printing; income from the transfer of results of 
scientific research and from doing scientific trials for outside units; income 
from sales of products from scientific research; income from tuitions and 

fees of short-term training classes not included in the plans, of advanced 
students, after-work universities, and correspondence classes; a portion of 
the income of teachers, administrative personnel, and workers from partici- 
pating in [extra] paying jobs that have to be handed over to the state; 
royalties from manuscripts and performances; income from lectures and publi- 
cations, experimental farms, experimental forests, husbandry, horticulture; 
income from service charges to outside units in the use of halls, reception 
rooms, and vehicles. 


(2) In addition to having a uniform measure in charging fees for services 
rendered to outside units, the institutions of higher learning can, 
according to concrete circumstances, negotiate [the terms] with the 
opposite parties. 


(3) As to the proportion of distribution in the use of the school funds of 
the institutions of higher learning, the concerned departments should make 
suitable decisions on the basis of giving priority tc increasing the income 
of the individual administrative personnel and the workers. The school has 
the authority to take out one-third or one-half of the total amount from the 
income of the school funds to be used as bonus to be distributed to the 
administrative personnel and the workers according to this decision. 

Bonuses given out to personnel in teaching and scientific research should 
be slightly higher than that to administrative personnel and workers. Those 
groups or individuals who have made great contributions can also be given 
year-end bonuses. The rest can be used in supplementing and updating 
teaching, scientific experiemntal equipment, and in improving the school 
conditions and the collective welfare measures of the teachers, students, 
and workers. 


(4) The school funds should be administered according to the democratic 
method of financial management. 


This resolution of the Sichuan Provincial Government has been put to effect 
step by step in the institutions of higher learning in that province. 
According to some feedback, the establishment of the school funds is a major 
reform; it has mobilized further the positive attitude in the management 

of the schools; it has unified teaching and results of scientific research 
with the material benefit of the teachers, administrative personnel, and 

the workers; it is helpful in rewarding achievement and encouraging the 
training of talents, to speed up the results, and to promote the establishment 
of the normal orderly atmosphere for teaching and the elevation of the quality 
and quantity of teaching.

SHANGHAI UNIVERSITIES PROMOTE INTERNATIONAL ACADEMIC EXCHANGES

[Article: "Establish Relationship with Foreign Institutes of Higher Learning; 
Invite Foreign Experts to Lecture in Shanghai--Shanghai Institutes of Higher 
Learning Actively Promote International Academic Exchanges") 


[Text] Institutes of higher learning in Shanghai are actively developing 
international academic exchange activities. Taking short-term lectures as 
an example, there have been more than 90 visiting foreign scholars giving 
lectures in 13 institutes of higher learning in Shanghai since the beginning 
of this year. The lectures were attended by 40,000 persons. 


The main methods adopted by the institutes of higher learning in Shanghai in 
conducting their international academic activities are as follows: (1) Esta- 
blish relationships with foreign institutes of higher learning on a school- 
to-school basis. Since the beginning of this year, the Fudan University, 
Jiaotong University, Tongji University, Shanghai Normal University, Shanghai 
Mechanical College, and Shanghai Second Medical College have established 
relationships with similar colleges and universities in the United States, 
West Germany, France and Canada for exchange of academic information, cooper- 
ation in scientific research and exchange of lecturers. (2) Invite foreign 
experts to join the teaching faculty. Currently there are 78 foreign experts 
and teachers on the faculty «cf 8 colleges and universities in Shanghai, 
including the Shanghai Foreign Language Institute, Fudan University, Tongji 
University and the Shanghai Normal University. They came from 14 countries, 
including West Germany, Japan, the United States, England, France, Italy, 
Egypt, Greece, Australia, New Zealand, Brazil, Belgium, Canada and Peru. 
Their tenure is 1 year or longer. Most of them are foreign language teachers, 
and others are science and engineering teachers. (3) Invite foreign experts 
for short-term lectures or cooperation in scientific research. (4) Conduct 
short-term foreign language training classes. Sponsored by the Ministry of 
Education, the Shanghai Foreign Language Institute and the Shanghai Normal 
Institute invited foreign language experts to conduct 12 short-term training 
classes in the English, German and Japanese languages, and give 7 series of 
guest lectures. 
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Through these international academic exchange activities, foreign experts 
helped the institutes of higher learning in the training of specialized 
personnel, and improved the quality of our teachers. The Shanghai Chemical 
Engineering College invited %ian Hungye [6929 1347 2814], an American citi- 
zen, to teach a new course called systematic engineering. His lectures, 
which relate theory to reality and are suited to China's situation, enabled 
more than 100 listeners from various units to gain new knowledge and improve 
their technical standard. The Shanghai Music Conservatory invited Australian 
violinist Luwelling [transliteration] and cellist Beyint [transliteration] 

to give individual lessons to 30 persons in 19 days, and thus enabled both 
the students and the teachers of the conservatory to gain new knowledge about 
music. As a result of the training and guidance of foreign specialists, a 
part of the teachers improved their foreign language standard. The Shanghai 
Foreign Language Institute also used an apprenticeship system under which 
foreign experts serve as masters of the younger teachers of the teaching and 
research group of different grades. 


Foreign experts did a lot of work in helping the schools establish new 
subjects of study, open new courses, and compile new teaching material. The 
lectures given by the scholars who were invited by Jiaotong University, such 
as those on non-linear control theory, mathematical signal treatment, and 
computer software, had an important effect on establishing new subjects of 
study. The foreign language experts of different nationalities teaching in 
Shanghai's institutes of higher learning pay great attention to the writing, 
compilation and revision of pedagogical material on various foreign languages. 


Foreign experts also helped develop scientific research activities and build 
laboratories while they lectured at Shanghai's colleges and universities. 
While lecturing at Fudan University, American expert Collins succeeded in 
helping the physics laboratory trial manufacture a metal ion ultraviolet 
laser at an advanced level within a short time. Professor Kao Fengtien 
[7559 6646 3944] from the United States worked together with comrades of the 
Shanghai First Medical College in enriching the experiments in the respira- 
tory physiology laboratory, and developed research on the special character- 
istics of the activities of the respiratory neutron of the medulla oblongata. 
Canadian expert Bartlet helped the Shanghai Mechanical College build a 
library and a computer laboratory for the needs of systematic engineering. 


Many foreign experts established close relations with Shanghai's colleges 
and universities. Some are invited as honorary professors, and others are 
given the title of advisory professors. 


At the same tiem, Shanghai's institutes of higher learning sent 78 experts 
and scholars to Austria, Japan, the United States, England and Denmark on 
lecture or inspection tours, or for participation in international academic 
exchange conferences. The academic papers presented by our scholars at 
international conferences won favorable comments.

(Text) Beijing, 8 Feb (XINHUA)=--The Institute of Population Research in the 
Chinese People's University has played an advisory role in the government's 
efforts for birth planning. 


The institute was set up in February 1974, to be China's first research 
establishment in the field of population. Researchers have taken study 
tours in several foreign countries, carried out extensive investigations in 
thie country and calculated population projections according to different 
aseumed birth rates for the 50-year period from 1975 to 2025. 


They carry out theoretical research centering on such practical subjects 

in China as the relationship and contradiction between population and the 
development of the national economy, employment, education, consumption, 

accumulation, and the objective laws of population. 


Based on book reading and investigations, they have written a number of books 
including "Population Theory," "Marxist-Leninet Theory of Population,” and 
“World Demography," and translated several books from French, Japanese and 
English. Among these wae "General Theory of Population" by Alfred Sauvy, 
former chairman of the International Union for the Scientific Study of 
Population.
